To one interested in the development of Nayal Train- 
ing Stations, and the Naval Training Service in gen- 
eral, it will be rather surprising to learn that during 
a period of three months, from April to July, 1907, 
more apprentice seamen were rated and transferred to 
the fleet from the Naval Training Station, Norfolk, Va., 
than from any other training station. The officers at the 
Norfolk Station have struggled along without any reg- 
ular appropriation for the maintenance of that station, 
improvising and taxing their inventive genius to keep 
the place in a fit condition, and yet better results are 
obtained at this station and more men are being trans- 
ferred to the fleet from this point than anywhere else 
in spite of the lack of facilities, buildings and money. 
Under such unfavorbale conditions, the results ob- 
tained reflect the greatest credit upon the officers and 
men at Norfolk, During six months, from January to 
July, 1907, there were one hundred and twelve deser- 
tions from Norfolk, and while this is a somewhat 
larger number than deserted from any of the other 
stations, i¢ can be justly attributed to the lack of fa- 
cilities and incomplete equipment. With the advent 
of sixteen battleships, a flotilla of six torpedoboat de- 
stroyers, with an auxiliary as tender, together with two 
supply ships and one repair ship, on the Pacific Coast, 
attention naturally is directed to supply stations, and 
a desirable rendezvous on the west coast. <As far as 
men are concerned, the San Francisco Naval Training 
Station, situated as it is on Yerba Buena Island, is 
wholly inadequate on account of its confined space, and 
the general topographical features of the island, which 
make expansion impossible. San Diego, Cal., with its 
delightful climate and fine harbor, would make an ideal 
location for a training station, and it is understood 
that the authorities at that place are negotiatng with 
the Government for the transfer of certain property 
for training station purposes, and that the matter is 
as good as completed. The San Francisco station, dur- 
ing the past six months, has averaged only about two 
hundred apprentice seamen under instruction, which is 
wholly inadequate to supply the demand of this pro- 
posed fleet in the Pacific. It will be necessary to es- 
tablish additional recruiting stations in the West, and 
send the men enlisted at Chicago and west to San Fran- 
cisco, 
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According to an article said to be based on official sta- 
tistics, which appears in the Manila Times, twelve per 
cent. of the soldiers in regiments that have left the Phil- 
ippines during the past four months have applied for, and 
obtained, transfers to regiments remaining in the islands. 
“This showing,’ says the Times, “is highly satisfactory 
to the officers who are centending for longer tours of duty 
in the islands and shows that the soldier is inclined to 
view service here in a more favorable light, they say. The 
critics of the long tour system have advanced the argu- 
ment that the preference of the soldier, as shown by the 
figures mentioned, is due to the increased benefits that ac- 
crue from foreign service. It is contended that this ar- 
gument will not hold, however, as the same conditions 
have attended service in the islands ever since 1898 and 
the increase in the number of men who desire to remain 
lias become more and more noticeable during the past 
year. The service performed in the Philippines during 
the past year and a half has been as hard as that of the 
early days, so experts contend. In some respects it has 
been harder. For those troops stationed in peaceful com- 
munities there were only practice marches to be contended 
with, but the officers who have been engaged in the op- 
erations in Mindanao, Jolo, Leyte and Samar declare that 
at no time during the early period of American occupa- 
tion was the duty of the soldier fraught with more hard- 
ship or was the service more wearing. According to the 


figures obtained from the adjutant general of the division, 
436 men were transferred from the 7th and 8th Cavalry 
Regiments and the 9th and 19th Regiments of Infantry 
before they left the islands. This is calculated to be 
about twelve per cent. of the total strength of these four 
regiments. The men in the 19th Infantry have probably 
had the longest tour of hard service of any of these regi- 
ments. ‘This organization was stationed in Mindanao and 
was moved about through the Moro country constantly.” 

Through the courtesy of Col. L. W. T. Waller, U.S.M. 
C., the 23d Infantry in July was accorded the use of the 
marine range, York River, ten miles from Williamsburg, 
Va., or about ten miles up the river from Yorktown, as 
a place for instruction and record practice. The 3d Bat- 
talion, 23d Inf., has been under canvas at that place since 
Aug. 5, improving the bullet stop, and hoping to avoid in- 
junctions restraining the soldiers from shooting. This 
Mr. lL. W. Lane, of Williamsburg, wlio lives about a mile 
hack of the bullet stop, has contemplated. Negroes em- 
ployed by him in connection with his oyster beds are in 
a state of trepidation and fearful of bullet hits. Major 
A. S. McLemore, assistant adjutant and inspector, U.S. 
M.C., also Capt. W. T. Johnston, A.D.C., and inspector, 
Small Arms Practice, Department of the East; also Col. 
Philip Reade, 23d Inf., have all examined the Waller 
range and none of these experts imagines that grave con- 
ditions of insecurity exist there, but local apprehensive- 
ness is strong. Equally strong, however, is the determina- 
tion of the €.0., Camp Capt. John Smith, Jamestown 
Exposition, that target practice shall not be neglected. 
The 23d Infantry expects a third tour of foreign service 
about February, and is bound to have shooting privilege 
somewhere. The 23d Infantry, also the 2d Squadron, 
12th Cavalry, will be withdrawn from Camp Capt. John 
Smith soon, and will proceed to Camp Perry, Point Clin- 
ton, Ohio; will then have its target practice ; will proceed 
Sept. 30 to Canton, Ohio, for duties in connection with 
the dedication guard work of the McXinley mausoleum, 
and no thanks to Virginia land holders. The organiza- 
tions will leave Camp Capt. John Smith without sighs 
or tears, writes a correspondent there. 
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While we have cordially recognized the excellence 
of the work performed by the Japanese medical service 
in the war with Russia we have been unable to join in 
the indiscriminate praise given to it in various quar- 
ters,‘and have persistently held that its success was 
due not so much to the originality and skill of the 
Japanese themselves as to their adoption of Western 
ideas and Western methods, aided in large degree by 
the unquestioning submission of the Japanese soldier 
and sailor to medical and surgical treatment. This 
view of the ease is strongly supported by American 
Medicine, a professional journal of high standing, which 
says: “Nothing new has been learned from the Japa- 
nese war. Jap tactics were copied from Western text- 
books. Nothing was invented. The publications of Jap 
surgeons disappoint by their childlike simplicity. The 
masses of line officers and soldiers were ignorant of 
even fundamentals. ‘The absence of great epidemics 
was due to two factors—the wide area over which the 
soldiers were spread by necessity and the frequent moves 
they made. Moving armies are healthy because they 
run away from their own poisons. The apparently 
small proportion of deaths from disease was due chiefly 
to the great number killed in battle. Reckless bravery 
of the men and the Oriental indifference to death, with 
the readiness of apathetic generals to order their sol- 
diers into excessively deathly positons, combined to pro- 
duce great mortality in battle. The Jap deaths by dis- 
ease were practically the same as in every war, but 
the killed were three times as numerous as in Euro- 
pean wars.” . 
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It is gratifying to learn that the War Department 
will endeavor to obtain such legislation from the in- 
coming Congress as will permit railway’ companies to 
offer reduced passenger rates to members of families 
of officers and men of the Army. The Quartermaster 
General of the Army asked the Interstate Commerce 
Commission a year ago to so construe the law that the 
railroads might grant special rates to civilians con- 
nected with the immediate families of officers and en- 
iisted men traveling under orders from the War De- 
partment, but the Commission decided that the law 
prevented the companies from granting any such con- 
cessions. In pointing out to the commission the hard- 
ship which the law as it now stands imposes upon the 
Army the Quartermaster General called attention to the 
case of a battery of artillery, which was obliged to move 
from Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., to San Francisco, en route 
to the Philippines. The officers and men of this bat- 
tery in some cases had families, and it cost about $100 
for each civilian who had to be transported, which cost 
was borne by the officer or soldier who carried his fam- 
ily with him. The expense involved in such changes 
of station as the one noted is a grievous burden to 
officers and men with families, and is so out of propor- 
tion to their pay that some measure of relief is ur- 
gently needed... We trust that when the matter is 
properly presented to Congress the desired legislation 
will be promptly enacted. 
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The following from the District Call, published at 
Fort Totten, N.Y.. in the interest of enlisted men of the 
Coast Artillery, requires a word in reply: “In its edi- 
torial covering the necessity for an increase in pay in a 


recent number of the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, an ar- 
gument is set forth calling for the necessity for such an 
increase for the non-commissioned officers, as an incen- 
tive for these soldiers to remain in the Service. The poor 
private is ignored, as it is hoped an increase in pay for 
the non-coms. will make the rank and file hold on at the 
old rate of pay in the hope of one day being promoted to 
a non-commissioned officer.” Our Fort Totten contem- 
porary evidently has not read the utterances of the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL on the pay question with the 
care which they deserve. Had it done so it would have 
discovered long ago that we have persistently insisted 
that in any adjustment of the Army pay table the needs 
of the enlisted men, non-coms. and privates alike, should 
receive special consideration. To those enlisted men of 
the Army who have observed our treatment of the pay 
question—and their name is legion—the intimation that 
the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL favors an increase for the 
non-com. but not for the private soldier, will prove high- 
ly amusing. They all know that such an intimation is as 
ridiculous as it is untrue. 
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The Lancaster, Pa., News informs us that “General 
McCaskey, who was recently honored with the rank of 
major general, wil! have the honor, when he is placed on 
the retired list next month, of being the last officer, the 
last man, in the Regular Army who carried a rifle or bore 
« commission under the flag in the great War of the Re- 
hellion, He is undoubtedly Lancaster county’s most not- 
ed living soldier. In length of service he ranks first of all 
her brave sons whom she has at any time sent forth to 
military duty.”” ‘he compliment to General McCaskey 
is well deserved, but as a matter of fact, when he retires 
next month, Oct. 2, he will leave on the active list of the 
Army twenty-seven officers who “carried a rifle or bore 
a commission under the flag of the great War of the Re- 
bellion.” hese are Generals MacArthur, Weston, Greely, 
Godfrey, Hall, Thomas, Morton, Hodges, Mackenzie and 
Davis (J.A.G.) ; Cols. D. H. Brush, KE. S. Dudley, G. J. 
Lydecker, J. L. Clem, W. 'W. Robinson, jr., H. B. Os- 
good, EK. A. Godwin, J. D. C. Hoskins, O. J. Sweet, B. 
C. Lockwood; Lieut. Col. J. N. Allison; Majors W. L. 
Geary, BE. O. Fechét: Capts. Thomas Swobe, D. W. Ar- 
nold, G. L. Goodale; Chaplain C. S. Walkley. 
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Postal rates covering first-class matter to be delivered 
in foreign countries will be materially reduced on Qct. 1, 
and in addition a decided innovation is to be tried by the 
Post Office Department in the sale of coupons that may 
be exchanged in many foreign countries for stamps to be 
placed on letters intended for delivery in the United 
States. The reduction of the postal rates will, in the first 
place, comprise the compiete effacement of the half-ounce 
weight allowance and the substitution of an ounce as the 
smallest measurement to be considered in determining the 
amount of postage required for fore gn mail matter. Be- 
sides this, the rate upon an ounce will be the same as that 
previously required for the half ounce, or five cents, while 
instead of being compelled to pay five cents for each addi- 
tional half ounce above the first, the rate is to be three 
cents for each ounce. Thus a two ounce letter addressed 
to a foreign country will then cost eight cents for postage, 
in place of twenty cents, as heretofore, and a letter weigh- 
ing an ounce can be fnailed for five cents, in place of ten, 
and one weighing an ounce and a half will cost eight. 
cents as against fifteen at the rates now in force.

An Army colonel writes us saying: “Is it not im 
your province to direct attention to the injustice of 
utilizing office to induce the issuance of orders for a 
board to determine the fitness of cadets for the Cavalry?

Is it to be presumed that a cadet who fears a 
horse or who cannot ride is going to apply for the 
Cavairy? Excepting horsemanship, wherein consists a 


single qualification specially fitting for the Cavalry and 
justifying the discrimination indicated by recent orders? 
Is it thought te establish raison d’etre for increased pay 
for mounted Service?” 





Of all the greetings given to Secretary Taft when 
he reaches Manila probably none will be more pleasing 
to him than that extended by some 4,000 children of 
the public schools, who are already preparing for his 
arrival. These children will be joined in welcoming 
Judge Taft by the Cadet Corps of the Philippine School 
of Arts and Trades. The Manila Times explains that 
the uniform of the students in the trades school is 
similar to that of the students in the public schools, 
differing only in the shoulder straps and bands of caps. 
All are made of white drilling with a military collar. 
The trade school students wear red shoulder straps and 
red bands on their caps, while the straps and bands 
of the public school pupils are yellow, blue, or red, 
depending on whether they are of the infantry, cavalry, 
or artillery.

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“The Army canteen,” says the Brooklyn Eagle, ‘may 
be quiescent as an ‘institution.’ but it is much alive as an 
‘issue,’ and if the next Congress is a little braver than 
some of its predecessors, it is not improbable that the 
American soldier may recover the privilege, given to every 
citizen, of drinking his beer on his own premises.” 
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Representative Hull, of Iowa, Chairman of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, is of the opinion that 
Secretary Taft has changed his views with regard to the 
Philippines recently. “The people in the islands are 
just beginning to understand this,” Mr. Hull is quoted 
as saying, in a Washington despatch to the New York 
Tribune, “and they are getting down on the Secretary. 
He is a great big man with a great big brain, and he is 
a splendid optimist. The fact is, Secretary Taft be- 
lieved in the beginning that the Filipinos would develop 
more rapidly ‘than they have, but unfortunately, when they 
reach a certain point they stagnate. — We are not go- 
ing to sell the Philippines, and there is no use wasting 
time talking about it. What we should do is to stop 
this infernal talk about self-government and give these 
people to understand that we are going to hold on to 
them; that if they are good we will reward them ; 
that if they are bad we will punish them. We 
should encourage American capital to invest in the 
islands, and not hamper it by discrimination, as we do 
at present. This could be accomplished by giving them 
free trade. I do not believe in rewarding monopolies, 
but if some Americans start a sugar establishment or a 
big lumber industry, for instance, I believe in dealing 
directly with them and making concessions which will be 
to their advantage.” As to the right of the United 
States to send a fleet of battleships to the Pacific, Mr. 
Hull says: “In Iowa we feel that we have a right to 
send our ships wherever we please, and if any nation 
has a chip on its shoulder the sooner we know it the 
better. The Eastern people seem to be afraid that if we 
send our vessels to the Western coast some enemy will 
shoot up Boston or New York, but they must remember 
that the Navy belongs to the whole country. I have no 
idea that Japan wants to go to war with us now. I can 
well believe that she would like to have some of our 
possessions, but the Anglo-Saxon race has a pretty well 
established habit of holding on to everything it gets. 





Capt. James P. Jervey, C.E., U.S.A., who was recent- 
ly relieved from duty as secretary-engineer of the Moro 
Province, Philippines Division, and transferred to Ma- 
nila for duty on fortification work, had so endeared him- 
self to the residents of Zamboanga, Island of Mindanao, 
wher ae was stationed, that his departure on July 20 
elicited many public and private expressions of sincere 
regret. Among those utterances were the following pre- 
amble and resolutions adopted by the Legislative Council 
of the Moro Province, July 19: 

Whereas, the detail of Capt. James P. Jervey, U.S. Engr. 

Corps, as secretary-engineer of the Moro Province, has ex- 
vired, and, whereas, Captain Jervey has set a high standard 
of public duty as an able, tactful, conscientious and painstak- 
ing official, who has brought to the discharge of his duties a 
grasp and comprehension of the details of civil administration, 
and a skill and energy in the advancement and prosecution of 
public improvements, which has made memorable his work in 
this province, therefore, he it resolved, that the members of 
the Legislative Council view with sincere regret the severance 
of the pleasant official and personal relations that have always 
existed between Captain Jervey, the members of the Council, 
and the public, and that the Legislative Council records its 
appreciation of his services as secretary, engineer and legisla- 
tor, and extends to him the thanks of the government and peo- 
ple of the Moro Province, and wishes him the fullest measure 
of success in whatever work may now or hereafter be assigned 
to him. Be it further resolved, that this resolution be spread 
upon the minutes of the Legislative Council, and that a copy 
be forwarded to Captain Jervey. 
Speaking editorially of Captain Jervey’s transfer, the 
Mindanao Herald says: ‘The Moro Province is to suffer 
a severe and appreciated loss in the withdrawal from 
his office as secretary and engineer of the province of 
Capt. J. P. Jervey. During his tour of duty here Cap- 
tain Jervey has won the respect and esteem of all who 
have met him, both officially and socially. He has dis- 
tinguished himself by his affable diplomacy as_secretary 
and his effective resourcefulness as engineer. His many 
friends in Zamboanga wish him the best of fortune in 
the wider field that is to be favored by his presence.

In addition to the officers mentioned Aug. 31 who 
have been detailed to attend the artillery maneuvers at 
Fort Riley, the following have also been selected and or- 
dered to be present: Major Lucien G. Berry and Capt. 
Harry G. Bishop, of the 3d Field Artillery, Fort Sam 
Houston ;Capt. Thomas E. Merrill and Edward T. Don- 
nelly, 1st Art., Fort Sill, and Capts. Charles C. Pulis 
and Tilman Campbell, 2d Art., Fort D. A. Russell, 
There is great interest taken all over the country in the 
result of the Riley maneuvers. The redoubt which is to 
be put under artillery fire and reduced with high explo- 
sive picric shells was built during the maneuvers last 
year under the direction of the engineer officers of the 
3d Battalion, stationed at Fort Leavenworth, and all the 
Regular troops and the National Guard that participated 
in those maneuvers joined in the heavy work required 
for its construction. This redoubt is six hundred feet 
long and its embankments and parapets make a total 
width of nearly one hundred feet. There participated 
in the construction of this redoubt National Guard or- 
ganizations from South Dakota, Nebraska, Iowa, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Oklahoma, and Arkansas. Thousands of 
men were engaged in the work, which was made a course 
of instruction to them. The redoubt represents the best 
work done by the Russian engineers during the war in 
Manchuria. It is surrounded by an entanglement of 
barbed wire, ten feet wide and eight feet high, stapled 
on thick posts and regarded as practically impassable.

That the attitude of Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S. 
A., commanding the Philippines Division, toward civilian 
interests is popular among the residents of the islands, is 
sufficiently indicated by the following from the Manila 
Times: “There is probably no other man here, with the 
possible exception of the Governor General himself, who 
has had so many flattering press notices or so many eulo- 
gistic things said of him as General Wood, and probably 
there is no other man who has better deserved them. 


Down in Mindanao the Americans and foreigners there 
came to swear by him. The manner in which he identi- 
fied himself with their affairs, his sympathetic interest 
and practical assistance, his readiness to sacrifice his 
time and comfort in their behalf—all went to enhance 
him in the eyes of the settler and business man and to 
win for him that respect and admiration with which his 
name will always be associated in Mindanao. Here in 





Manila we have come to feel some of the same esteem. 
This esteem is based largely on his intense interest in 
anything that seems to promise material benefit to the 
community. Whoever goes to him with a proposition 
of the kind may depend upon a sympathetic hearing and, 
if the scheme is feasible, helpful support. This policy 
of consistently encouraging home industries was shown 
recently in his stand for the Army’s printing being given 
to a private firm and has also resulted in a large contract 
for Army clothing being placed here instead of in the 
United States.”

Capt. Curtis W. Otwell, C.E., U.S.A., in charge of the 
construction of shore defenses in Hawaii, is preparing 
for constructive work on an extensive scale, and it is 
evident si the defenses of Honolulu and Pearl Harbor 
are to be /earried to completion without further delay. 
We learn from the Honolulu Gazette that Captain Ot- 
well has advertised for bids, to be opened Oct. 15, for 
contracts for supplying a large amount of materials, in- 
cluding 17,000 barrels of the best Portland cement. Of 
this quantity about 8,000 barels will be required for use 
at Pearl Harbor and will be stored in a warehouse to be 
erected near Halawa Ferry, while 6,000 barrels will be 
placed in a storehouse which will be erected in the rear 
of Diamond Head. The work at Diamond Head will 
evidently be done first, as the cement must be delivered, 
in lots of not less than 1,000 barels per month, thirty 
days after the contract has been approved by the Chief 
of Engineers, while the cement for Pearl Harbor, which 
must be delivered in the same sized lots, is not desired 
till two months after the approval of the contract. Both 
sand and broken stone will be found in this territory. 
The Pearl Harbor work will call for 9,500 tons of broken 
stone, while at Diamond Head 7,000 tons will be needed. 
The same time limits as in the case of the cement are 
made and 1,200 tons monthly will be required under the 
contract conditions. 








According to an official report received in Washington, 
Sept. 5, the excavation for the Panama Canal is now one- 
tenth completed. The progress made during August, de- 
spite the heavy rainfall of 11.89 inches, surpasses that 
of any previous month, exceeding the July record by 
215,625 cubic yards. The total amount of material to 
be excavated was estimated in June, 1904, to be 111,280,- 
000 cubic yards. Since then and up to Aug. 31, an 
aggregate of 10,863,684 yards had heen excavated. In 
addition to the initial cost of the canal—$50,000,000, of 
which sum $10,000,000 was paid to Panama and $40,- 
000,000 to the French Panama Canal Company—Con- 
gress has authorized a total appropriation for construc- 
tion of $145,000,000, of which amount $79,608,568.58 has 
been actually appropriated. The President has sent the 
following despatch to Lieut. Col. George W. Goethals, 
C.E.U.S.A., Chief Engineer of the Panama Canal: 
“Oyster Bay, Sept. 5.—Goethals, Colon: I heartily con- 
gratulate you and ali the men on the canal for the 
extraordinary showing you have made during the month 
of August. As this is the height of the rainy season 
I had not for a moment supposed you would be able to 
keep up your already big record of work done, and I am 
as surprised as I am pleased that you should have sur- 
passed it. Theodore Roosevelt.”

Lieut. G. L. Carden, U.S.R.C.S., who is a member of 
a party of Americans investigating conditions in the great 
industrial centers of Germany, Belgium and Switzerland, 
is quoted in press despatches from Berlin as stating that 
al] the members of the party are impressed with the ex- 
traordinary prosperity and industrial advancement of 
Germany. ‘The Americans find that the Germans made 
great use of waste steam in a manner unknown in America, 
Lieutenant Carden, who visited 350 German works in 
1903 as a machinery expert for the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion, was able to contrast what he saw during his present 
tour with what he saw four years ago. He said that the 
workshop efficiency had increased almost up to one hun- 
dred per cent., the manufacturers everywhere having ap- 
plied American methods of getting the highest capacity 
out of tools and machines. He found, however, that the 
Germans employ fewer American machine tools, most of 
those now in use having been made in Germany, although 
the highest class American tools are still imported. The 
feeling among the manufacturers of the party was that 
the United States will experience difficulty in beating Ger- 
many, and that the American superiority in systems of 
work and machinery of a few years ago has well nigh 
been overcome.

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The troops at Fort Sam Houston were set to work 
Aug. 50 cleaning house. The day was devoted to clear- 
ing away stones, cleaning gutters and doing various 
other things essential to the cleansing of the post 
grounds, so as to improve the sanitary conditions of 
the post. The cleaning up was general and included 
everything from the parade ground to the oficers’ quar- 
ters. The San Antonio Express says: “At present the 
sanitary condition at Fort Sam Houston is considered 
about. normal. Several weeks ago there were a com- 
paratively large number of typhoid fever cases among 
the soldiers, but that was quickly stamped out. At 
present there are a great number of soldiers in the hos- 
pital who are ili with malaria contracted in the Philip- 
pines, but otherwise the health conditions of the post 
are good. The cleaning up to-day will be mainly to 
rid the post of every germ of any kind so that there 
will be no danger of harboring disease by filth.”

Capt. Robert W. Mearns, 20th U.S. Inf., detailed as 
major of Philippine Scouts, was in Paris Sept. 6, en 
route to Manila, and is quoted in a cablegram to the 
New York Herald as saying with reference to the Scouts: 
“The name, Philippine Scouts, is a misnomer. It 
comes from the fact that the nucleus of the organiza- 
tion was a small force formed during the war for scout- 
ing purposes. They are mostly native infantry organ- 
ized as regiments and battalions and enlisted in the 
Regular Army. The only difference is they receive 
just half the pay of Regulars. But even that is big 
money for them and there is no trouble to get recruits. 
The figures on the payroll are the same, but white 
troops are paid in gold and the natives in Mexican money. 
They are uniformed and armed the same. The natives 
take lots of pride in the Service. In fact, they are 








thorough, alert, natty soldiers. Whenever there is any 
trouble they are the first to be sent out.” ae

In an interview at Cleveland Brig. Gen. John R. Mc- 
Ginness, U.S.A., retired, tells an interesting incident, 
bearing on the vitality of nitro explosives. “One year,” 
says General McGinness, “while I was in the Philip- 
pines, I went out to view target practice by a battery of 
field artillery. In the following year practice was held in 
the same spot, and the captain picked up a few grains of 
powder which had been on the ground all winter. The 
powder appeared to be all right, and I sent it to Wash- 
ington. It was reported to be in as good condition as 
ever, in spite of the year of exposure to the elements, 
Andrew Jackson’s adjuration, ‘Trust: in God and keep 
your powder dry,’ loses its force with nitrous powder.” 
Since his retirement, General McGinness has become in- 
terested in the oyster industry in Virginia, but expects 
to spend much time in Cleveland. He is living at’ the 
Union Club.

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Lieut. Col. Millard F. Waltz, Gen. Staff, chief of staff, 
under date of Marianao, Cuba, Aug. 29, sent the follow- 
ing communication to Lieut. Col. F. H. Hardie, 15th 
Cay., commanding camp of U.S. troops at Cienfuegos, 
Cuba: “The commanding general is much gratified by 
your report to-day that there are no cases of yellow fever 
and no cases under observation in your command. He at- 
tributes this condition to the efficient and intelligent ac- 
tion on the part of those in charge of the situation. He 
has likewise been much gratified by the splendid spirit 
manifested by the officers and men of your. command dur- 
ing the recent outbreak of yellow fever; the courage and 
coolness shown have been potent factors in eliminating 
the disease and a source of comfort and encouragement to 
superior headquarters. The commanding general desires 
that this recognition be conveyed to all concerned.” 








The Patras, which, according to a report since contra- 
dicted, have been taken possession of by Japan, prepara- 
tory to a descent on the Philippines, are a cluster of isl- 
ands, shoals and rocks lying in the China Sea between 
Hong Kong and the Philippines, northwest of Luzon and 
between that island and Hong Kong, latitude 20° 50’. 
They are about seventy-five miles further than the island 
of Formosa from the nearest point in Luzon and at about 
the same distance as Formosa from Manila. The Patras 
islands are more than sixty miles to the westward of the 
international boundary line laid down in the treaty of 
aris as marking the limits of the Philippine archipel- 
ago. ‘They seem to be of small importance, being unin- 
habited and used only as a refuge from storm by Chinese 
fishermen, but might be useful in a naval way as afford- 
ing a smooth water harbor, wherein warships might re 
plenish their coal supplies from colliers.

The organization of the Philippine Constabulary is to 
be strengthened this year by the addition of another colo- 
nel, and the promotion of two majors and assistant di- 
rectors to be lieutenant colonels. This will give the Con- 
stabulary two colonels and three lieutenant colonels and 
assistant directors and will do away with the rank of 
major and assistant director. The increase in pay neces- 
sary will be met in part by leaving vacant one detail for 
inspector of constabulary filled by an Army officer. 
There are four such details authorized by the Philippine 
Commission, each carrying pay of $1,800 per annum. 
It is said that civilians are likely to get the new places 
under the policy of keeping Army officers out of the 
Constabulary. The estimated cost of the Constabulary 
force for the coming year is fixed at pesos 1,620,000.

The Philippines Military Journal says: ‘The news 
that remounts for American cavalry troops in these 
islands are to be bought in Australia does not speak 
well for American enterprise. There is no reason, that 
is, no insurmountable reason, why these animals could 
not be raised in the Philippines. For a long time the 
Governor of Lepanto-Bontoc has been recommending 
the uplands in his province as a fine grazing land for 
anyone desiring to raise livestock. A case of*surra is 
said never to have been known there.

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Major C. R. Noyes, U.S.A., adjt. gen., Department of 
the Missouri, in reviewing the sentences of two privates 
found guilty by courts-martial, points out that the evi- 
dence for the prosecution rests upon certain depositions 
of parties residing in the state within which the court is 
held. In these depositions there is nothing to show that 
the accused consented to this form of evidence. Such evi- 
dence is therefore incomplete and without force. The pro- 
ccedings, findings and sentences were therefore disap- 
proved.

In reviewing the case of a private court-martialed in

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NEW PAY BILL EXPLAINED. 


In a circular sent to every officer of the Navy, active 
or retired, explaining the provisions of the proposed Ser- 
vice bill, which has already been fully set forth here, Pay 
Inspr. T. J. Cowie, U.S.N., says: 

Having been delegated to explain to the Service the Dick- 
Capron Pay Bill and the necessities for changes therein, I 
take pleasure in enclosing herewith the bill as agreed to by the 
Departments and approved by the President. ws F 

The measure will be known as the ‘‘Dick-Capron Pay Bill,"’ 
and to make it a law it is most essential that-every officer 
concerned refrain from ventilating or pressing individual views 
and preferences either in conversation, correspondence or 
otherwise. It must be the Dick-Capron Bill as it stands, and 
to this end I cannot too strongly urge that all officers refrain 
from publishing any comment not favorable to the bill in every 
respect. The Army and em J have suffered too long from 
the absence of favorable legislation not to realize that unity 
alone will cause Congress to provide what is necessary and so 
essential for the Service as a whole. Congress, I feel con- 
vinced, appreciates the necessity for an increase in the pay of 
the united Services and also the justice of placing all officers 
of corresponding rank and length of service of whatever 
branch on the same pay and allowances. The writer has for 
a number of -years studied this questi most carefully and 
feels confident that a better or more just measure for the 
Services as a whole could not possibly be evolved. * *

The pay of all enlisted men after the passage of this act 
will be fixed by the President. This feature of the measure 
should be explained by officers to enlisted men, that they 
may know their interests are being cared for. The writer 
will be glad at any time to furnish information in regard to 
this bill, but will endeavor to keep officers and others posted 
through the Service papers. Much time and unnecessary 
correspondence will be saved, however, if the provisions of 
the bill be carefully studied before letters are written. Sug- 
gestions of a proper nature and information which it is be- 
lieved will assist and save time for those having the meas- 
ure in charge will be appreciated, but in view of the action 
of the Departments and the President, suggestions as to any 
changes whatever in the text of the bill will not be con- 
sidered. The bill will be introduced by Senator Dick and 
Congressman Capron immediately after Congress assembles, 
and it is earnestly hoped will have the hearty and united 
support of everyone interested in the Service. A fairer or 
more liberal measure has never been brought forward, and 
I trust that our appreciation of the united efforts of those in 
authority in our behalf may be shown by ouf convincing 
Congress that, for once, a measure has been introduced which 
has the unqualified and unanimous support of the United 
Services.

Through our Salt Lake City correspondent, Mr. J. M. 
Morgan, Col. G. A. Wilson, V.D., lieutenant colonel, com- 
manding the 2d Vol. Bat., late Liverpool Rifle Brigade, 
informs us that the dimensions of the Bisley targets are 
as follows: 200 yards, bull’s-eye 6 in.; inner, 15 in.; 
Magpie, 24 in. ‘Twelve inches of the inner are black so 
that the bull’s-eye is invisible. At 500 and 600 yards the 
bull’s-eye is 20 in:; inner, 82 in.; Magpie, 48 in. Last 
year the targets were the same except that the bull’s-eye 
at 200 yards was only 5 in. and the inner 12 in., all 
black. Next year all targets are to be circular, instead 
of square, as at present; that is, the corners are to be 
rounded off so that the outer at 200 yards will be a four- 
foot circle and at 500 and 600 yards a six-foot circle, in- 
stead of being four and six feet square, as now. Mr. 
Morgan was formerly a member of Colonel Wilson’s regi- 
ment, to which many prominent citizens of England have 
belonged, including several mayors of Liverpool, the 
brother of the late Wm. Ewart Gladstone, etc. The year 
book of the regiment shows a very fine prize list; wealthy 
people on the other side encouraging rifle shooting by the 
offer of prizes to an extent not know in the United States. 
Mr. Morgan says: “By the word marksman in England 
the standard is far higher than what the term here calls 
for. This applies to the ‘compulsory’ firing and points 
used to count differently than in the King’s contest, four 
being the total for a bull. At the first stage 70 out of a 
possible 80 had to be made before he could finish the cou- 
test in the final stages, which was at 800 yards, so many 
shots and some volley, or by command, and so many shots 
standing 200 yards, with bayonets fixed, etc., and all un- 
der strict time limit. I never got higher than second 
class shot; just missed my first class by a few points. To 
get what was then called second class was to make some- 
where around 60 to 70 per cent. of a highest possible. The 
shots are gradéd as third class, second class, first class 
and highest of. all marksmen, which means extra expert. 
Marksmen are those who on King’s ranges vary from 80 
and up out of the possible 105, at 200, 500 and 600 yards.

Captain Badger, Superintendent of the Nava! Acade- 
my, has modified his recommendation in the case of Mid- 
shipman G. T. Humbert, of Pennsylvania, a member of 
the first class, who was found guilty of “frenching out” 
by going ashore while on practice cruise, and having a 
good time with some chorus girls. Humbert wrote a let- 
ter acknowledging his offense, and asking that in view of 
the fact that it was one of comparative innocence he be 
permitted to resign rather than be dismissed in disgrace. 
Representative Olmstead, of Pennsylvania, who had ap- 
pointed him to the Academy, interested himself in the 
case and asked that final action he postponed until the 








return of Secretary Metcalf. Humbert’s aunt, Miss Opie, 
after waiting two days for the Secretary, who did not re- 


turn as soon as he expected, went on to Annapolis and . 


had an interview with Captain Badger, the result of 
which was he modified his action by. recommending. that 
Humbert be not dismissed, but be allowed to remain in 
the Academy with 100 demerits and forfeiture.of his va- 
cation. Midshipman Austin had not reported up to the 
close of Sept. 5, which was the last of the three days al- 
lowed him in which to make his defense. In the case of 
Midshipman Oscar G. Salb, of Indiana, and C. ©. Riner, 
of Wyoming, the President overruled the recommenda- 
tion of both Acting Secretary Newberry and Captain 
Badger, that they be dismissed for “frenching out” of the 
Academy limits and spending the night at supper with 
some chorus girls, and ordered that they be allowed to 
resign. ‘The two midshipmen tendered their resignations 
very promptly and left the Academy Wednesday, Sept. 4. 
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Secretary Metcalf returned to the Navy Department 
on the morning of Sept. 18 after a two months’ vacation 
in California. He would not discuss the movement of 
the fleet to the Pacific, saying that all had been said on 
that subject that need be said. He will take up in the 
next few days the award of contracts for submarines and 


torpedoboat destroyers. He will have recommendations 
to make in regard to the new dock at Rremerton. He 
also has under consideration the matter of a navy yard at 
San Diego. Secretary Metcalf left San Francisco Sept. 4 
for Puget Sound Navy Yard. After he completed the ex- 
amination of that yard and ascertained how many 
of the battleships of Admiral Evans’s fleet can be con- 
veniently accommodated there he left for Washington 
to begin the preparation of his annual report, devot- 
ing special attention to the problem of the new na- 
val construction to be recommended to Congress at 
the approaching session. The understanding is that at 
least two battleships will be suggested. It is not in- 
tended to create a second battleship fleet, as the plan is 
to have the Atlantic Fleet return from the Pacific be- 
fore the vessels under construction can be put in com- 
mission. The General Board and Admiral Evans, with 
his staff, have prepared plans «nd full itineraries for 
return cruises by way of the Straits of Magellan, by 
the Cape of Good Hope route, and by the North Pacific 
route via Manila and the Indian Ocean and Suez.

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Superintendent Ludlow has written the following letter 
to Secretary Metcalf: “I would respectfully call your at- 
tention to the value the establishing of an Aeronautic Di- 
vision would be to the Navy. The recent advance in this 
science by European nations has been most marked, and 
is a matter of common knowledge. - Even if this country 
did not feel disposed to build any airships or make ex- 
periments at the present time, officers might with advan- 
tage be assigned to make a study of the development of 
aeronautics and to consider the best methods of attack- 
ing by means at their present command, airships, or fir- 
ing upon captive ballons used for observation by the op- 
posing side. There is no small amount of interest taken 
in this matter by officers of the Navy who have been sta- 
tioned with the fleet in Hampton Roads, off the Exposi- 
tion, and I am sure that such a step as suggested in this 
letter would meet with their enthusiastic approval and 
co-operation. The War Department at Washington has 
assigned some ten soldiers as a special detail to the Bu- 
eau of Aeronautics, and they are being thoroughly edu- 
cated in the methods of making hydrogen gas, sewing bal- 
loons and in experimental aeroplane construction, as well 
as examining with care the large models that have been 
sent to the Aeronautic building at the Jamestown Expo- 
sition for exhibit.” This movement is understood to be 
favored by Captain Merriam, of the battleship Missouri ; 
Captain Kimball and Lieut. Robert Henderson, chief en- 
gineer of the Missouri. 
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The Comptroller of the Treasury has acted favorably 
on the proposed special order of the Navy Department 
establishing a schedule of the classes of expenses and the 
maximum charges therefor which shall be allowed to offi- 
cers and employees of the Navy Department under laws 
authorizing the reimbursement of expenses of travel made 
under order. This schedule which liberalizes allowances 
hitherto made officers and employees of the department 
for travel, has been approved by the Secretary of the 
Navy, and it was desired to have an opinion from the 
Comptroller in advance in order to facilitate the payment 
of travel accounts and avoid the three or four months’ 
delay incident to the present system of auditing. The 
schedule will be made the subject of a General Order 
within a few days to take the place of G.O. 73 of last 
year. It is expected that this order will go into effect 
Oct. 1 next. In his opinion the Comptroller says: “I 
do not think the accounting officers are bound by the ap- 
proval by the Navy Department of an expense account of 
the kind under consideration in any case, nor do I think 
they are bound by the disapproval by the Navy Depart- 
ment of such expense account, except in the case of offi- 
cers of the Navy traveling abroad under orders. By the 
order which it is proposed to issue the Department names 
certain items of traveling expenses and the maximum 
charges that will be approved thereon by the Department, 
and in that regard I think such an order is proper and 
consonant with law.” 
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The official report of the local Board of Health for 
the city of Havana furnishes with its last monthly 
report a statement of the yellow fever cases in the 
whole island from Jan. 1 to Aug. 27, from which it 
appears that there have been in all fifty-four cases, of 
which thirty-nine occurred. in August, five in July, three 
in June, five in May. one in March and one in Jan- 
uary. Of these fifty-four cases, twelve were American, 
one a native Cuban, and the rest, forty-one, were Span- 
iards, the latter being laborers in railroad and planta- 
tion gangs. Eleven deaths occurred out of the fifty- 
four cases, thirty-four have been discharged cured and 
nine remain under treatment. The deaths occurred 
in the following months: January, 1; May, 1; August, 
9. None of these fifty-four cases occurred in Havana. 
Thirty occurred. in Cienfuegos, five in Union. de Reyes, 
six in San Nicolas, four in Nueva Paz, one in Santa 
Clara, one in Rashuelo, three in Matanzas, three in 
Alacranes, and one in Campo Florido. The foci of 
disease are very well established and with the national- 
ization of the sanitary system of the island, recently 
established by Governor Magoon’s decree, the fever is 
under good control. Our medical officers in the island 
state that, there is very Jittle danger, with the methods 
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now insisted upon with military emphasis, that the fever 
will spread or in any way endanger American troops. 


Brig. Gen. Harry H. ‘Bandholtz, U.S.A., Director 
of the Philippines Constabulary, has recommended to 
the Governor General of the Philippines that Lieut. 
John Caswell, of the Constabulary, be dismissed from 
the insular Service for alleged neglect of duty while 


in command of the 4th Company in the Province of 
Laguna. It is charged that in June last Lieutenant 
Caswell ordered the application of the “water cure” 
to a native who, it was believed, was withholding im- 
portant information concerning a band of ladrones 
against whom the Constabulary were operating. Lieu-’ 
tenant Caswell was acquitted of criminal bility 
by the fiscal of the province who investigated the case, 
but a board of Constabulary officers, sent to make an 
additional investigation, found that the officer had been 
guilty of neglect and recommended that he be reduced 
several numbers in grade and given a reprimand. The 
Manila American states, however, that nmeral Band- 
holtz has recommended that Lieutenant Caswell be dis- 
missed from the Service. 
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Frank A. Barton, captain, Third United States 
Cavalry, on duty at Cornell University, has received 
a letter from C. D. Bostwick, assistant treasurer of the 
university, dated June 4, saying: “I to advise you 
that the executive committee, at its meeting on Tuesday 
last, took the following action: ‘Resolved, that free tui-_ 
tion be granted to all cadet officers above the freshmen 
class’.” As Captain Rarton well says, in his letter for- 
warding this: “This is the biggest concession that has 
ever been granted to the Military Department of any 
Land Grant University in the United States by any uni- 
versity. It means that the commandant at Cornell will 
in the future be able to select the very best students in 
the university for his cadet officers, as tuition is $125 a 
year. Captains are to receive $100 a year in cash in ad- 
dition to free tuition.” This is the result of three years’ 
work on the part of Captain Barton. The board of trus- 
ray ae the request in 1905 and 1906 and granted it

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Because of a series of outbreaks against Japanese la- 
borers and shopkeepers, which began in Vancouver on 
the night of Sept. 7, resulting in the destruction of much 
property, the British government is confronted with a 
problem even more embarrassing than that which the 
United States has had to face as a result of the recent 
anti-Japanese demonstration in San Francisco. The af- 
fair is chiefly important to us because of the convincing 
testimony it offers to the difficulties inherent in the as- 
sociation of Europeans and Asiatics in the labor market 
on an equal footing. The criticisms in which English 
papers have indulged at our expense, because of the com- 
paratively trifling outbreaks of race hostility on omr Pa- 
cific coast, are now returning to plague them. Japam can 
no longer complain of us without involving her good 
friends of the British Empire in the same condemnation. 
Australia and South Africa, which hold to the same. views 
- the subject of Asiatic laborers, are yet to be heard 
rom. 
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Capt. William S. Guignard, Field Art., U.S.A., mil- 
itary attaché to the American Embassy in Paris, who 
is attending the French army maneuvers now in pro- 
gress, will pay special attention to the use of automo- 
biles for transport, the plans providing that such. ve- 
hicles shall be employed more extensively in. the pres- 
ent maneuvers than in those of any former year. The 
maneuvers are divided into three periods, the first for 
brigade evolutions, the second for divisions and the 
third for corps. It is contended by many. experts that 
in France, where the roads as a general thing are ex- 
cellent, the automobile.can be used to great advantage 
for Army transport, both for troops and supplies, and 
the matter is to be put to the test in this year’s ma- 
neuvers. Consequently we may in due season expect 
some interesting comment from Captain Guignard on 
this important subject. 
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In his annual report Secretary Taft will ask for the 
addition of five or six hundred officers to the Army to re- 
lieve the embarrassment resulting from the system of de- 
tails, which is not only a serious embarrassment, but a 
handicap to the efficient work of the Army. There is 
scarcely a regiment that has a full complement of offi- 
cers, and there are scores of companies that are one and 
two officers short, and in several instances there is only 
one officer to two companies.

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It is stated that the Society of Navy Yard Employees 
is taking measures to bring the question of an increase in 
their pay before the next Congress by canvassing individ- 
ual Congressmen.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Gen. Samuel M. Mills, U.S.A., who died suddenly at 
Galilee, N.J., Sept. 8, was born in Pennsylvania Dec. 15, 
1843, and entered the U.S.M.A. as a cadet July 1, 1860. 
He was graduated a second lieutenant and assigned to 
the 19th Infantry June 23, 1865. He was transferred 
to the 28th Infantry Sept. 21, 1866; to the 19th Infantry 
in March, 1869, and to the 5th Artillery May 10, 1870. 
He reached the grade of colonel in 1902, and was made 
Chief of Artillery, with the rank of brigadier general, 
June 20, 1905. Among other duties he served on frontier 
duty in Arkansas in 1866, and was in command of an ex- 
pedition to arrest certain desperadoes. He was honorably 
mentioned and congratulated in orders for successful ar- 
rest and delivery to a United States marshal of the des- 
peradoes. He was in the signal service for three years, 
and at the expiration of his term became second ranking 
officer in that service, and frequently acted as chief signal 
officer. He was at one time instructor of the Artillery 
School at Iort Monroe, and filled many and varied du- 
ties. He was commandant of cadets at West Point in 
1892, serving until June, 1897. During the Spanish- 
American War he was in command of a battalion of Ar- 
tillery for the organization of a siege train, remaining on 
that duty until August, 1898. Later he was in command 
at Honolulu, and went with General Chaffee on the Chi- 
nese Relief Expedition during the Boxer uprising. He 
has also seen service in the Philippines, and on his return 
to this country was put in command of the Artillery dis- 
trict of Pensacola. He was placed on the retired list 
Sept. 30, 1906, and leaves a widow and three sons. He 
was a member of the University and Army and Navy 
Clubs, the Metropolitan Club of Washington, the Sons 
of the Revolution and the Military Order of Foreign 
Wars. The interment will be at West Point on Sept. 19. 
Writing of the death of Gen. S. M. Mills, U.S. Army, 
retired, late Chief of Artillery of the Army, at Mon- 
mouth, N.J., on Sept. 8, a retired officer of the Army 
says: “I wish to recall to your mind, if you knew him, 
a few traits of his character and disposition which none 
of his friends can ever forget, and to give what is, I be- 
lieve, the general Army opinion of this officer. I need 
not refer to his purely military career, for that is on 
record, but to his never failing desire to help all who 
were thrown with him in Army life. So gentle and ten- 
der-hearted a man I have never known—patient, consid- 
erate, fair, never reflecting unkindly upon anyone, al- 
ways regretting when he could not, in the line of military 
duty, comply with a request—always seeing the good in 
men, and trying to overlook their weaknesses, and thor- 
oughly pleased when he could help. I have known him 
intimately for very many years; have been stationed with 
him, have watched him in his trying, depressing illness, 
and I never knew him to fail in his charity for all, and in 
his gentleness and tenderness towards all. He was best 
known in the Artillery branch, and I believe there is no 
= of it who will not agree with this estimate of

Henry lL. Johnson, for nearly forty years a member of 
the New York Stock Exchange, who died on Sept. 9 from 
paralysis at the home of his niece, Mrs. W. A. Pinto, in 
West 8th street, Plainfield, N.J., served as a second lieu- 
tenant in the 5th Conn. Inf., Sept. 9, 1861; was promot- 
ed first lieutenant May 14, 1862; appointed captain, A.

First Sergt. George Kolby, C.A.C., U.S. Army, retired, 
died after a short illness in the post hospital at Fort 
Wadsworth, N.Y., Sept. 7, 1907, aged sixty years. He 
served in the 1st, 7th and 14th Regiments, U.S. Infantry, 
Battery A, Ist U.S. Artillery and Batteries E and K, 
5th U.S. Artillery. He had filled the position of corporal, 





. sergeant, Q.M. sergeant and first sergeant of his compan- 


ies; was on duty as clerk at headquarters, District of 
Porto Rico; at San Juan, and was retired after thirty 
years’ service in 1902. He participated in various cam- 
paigns against hostile Indians in which his regiments 
were engaged in the West, and was present and took part 
in the battle at Big Hole in Montana, in August, 1877. 
He was known as a good and trustworthy soldier. Fu- 
neral services were held in the post hospital at Fort 
Wadsworth and he was buried with military honors in 
the Cypress Hills National Cemetery Sept. 10, 1907. 


Mrs. Mary Lawless Rorschach, wife of Lieut. Frank 
Rorschach, U.S.N., and sister of Joseph T. Lawless, ex- 


secretary of the commonwealth of Virginia, was murdered 
in her home, No. 882 Park avenue, Park View, Ports- 
mouth, Va., Sept. 10, by an unknown burglar. She was 
shot through the heart with her own pistol, taken from 
her hand by the burglar after she ha fired twice upon 
him through en open door, leading into the kitchen, where 
he was cornered. Thomas Archer, a mulatto, said to be 
in the employ of the Merchants’ and Miners’ Transpor- 
tation Company, was arrested on suspicion of knowing 
something of the crime. Mrs. Rorschach was in the house 
with her two young children. The Rorschach home is lo- 
eated far to the northern extremity of the city, near the 
river front, and close to the U.S. Naval Hospital reser- 
vation. From Mrs. Rorschach’s little son Frank, seven 
years old, the police have been able to get information as 
to how his mother was probably killed. The child -says 
that his mother got up and lit a lamp and went down- 
stairs. He heard the noise and shots below and then 
heard her call to him. When he went down she was ly- 
ing at the foot of the stairs and said, “Son, I am shot. 
Go tell the neighbors.” The boy aroused those living 
nearby, but when the neighbors arrived Mrs. Rorschach 
was dead. When she went downstairs Mrs. Rorschach 
carried a lamp in one hand and the family revolver in 
the other. She apparently encountered the intruder when 
she reached the foot of the staircase and fired two shots. 
The bullets were found in the wall of the kitchen not far 
from the ceiling, indicating that she had shot rather high. 
With three of the chambers in the weapon empty and 
only two bullet holes visible in the wall the supposition 
is that the intruder when she opened fire on him dashed 
upon her and wrested the pistol from her grasp, firing a 
bullet from her own weapon into her breast. Before he 
was discovered the murderer ransacked two writing desks 
in the parlor, taking several letters from them. He did 
not, however, disturb a silver service that was in the din- 
ing room. Nor were Mrs. Rorschach’s money, rings or 
earrings taken from her person. It was supposed he was 
frightened away. Mrs. Rorschach was a woman of fine 
accomplishments and the possessor of a wide circle of ac- 
quaintances, not only in Portsmouth, but in other sections 
of the state. Her husband is attached to the U.S.S. Ten- 
nessee. 

Brig. Gen. Henry ©. Kessler, U.S.V., who died on Sept. 
10, 1907, in the Jefferson Hospital, Philadelphia, Pa., 
was a veteran of the Civil War, having received a com- 
mission as first lieutenant in the 110th Pennsylvania Vol- 
unteers shortly after the outbreak of the conflict. During 
the earlier days of the American occupation of the Phil- 
ippines he went there in command of the Ist Montana 
Volunteers. He was breveted brigadier general of Vol- 
unteers March 31, 1899, for distinguished conduct in ac- 
tion at Malolos, P.I., and was honorably mustered out 
Oct. 17, 1899. He is the brother of Col. T. V. Kessler, 
of the Florida National Guard, and the uncle of Mrs.

The Americans left the imperial party, vis- 
iting as much of the ground as the day’s maneuvers 
would allow, and reached a fine position for seeing the 
only engagement of the day, an infantry encounter be- 
tween the 10th Division of the 10th Corps with a division 
of the 7th Corps. Some of the regiments did twenty-two 
to twenty-four miles during the day, marching with full 
equipment. All the men engaged had been training for 
six weeks, making twenty-five miles’ march several times 
weekly.

Absolute denial is given by the customs officers at Ma- 
nila to the charge made by beef packers in Chicago that 
discriminations are made against American beef in the 
Philippines in favor of Australian meats. As a matter 
of fact, the pure food law has not been put into effect in 
the Philippines and American meats have the free right 
of way alongside the Australian product there. The Army 
supply of beef is bought in Australia simply because it 
can be obtained in better condition after a shorter voyage. 

The 1st Battalion of the 13th U.S. Cavalry completed 
its long “practice march” Sept. 6, when the troops neared 
Fort Sheridan. The command left Fort Riley July 27. 
According to the Chicago papers the march was a hard 
one. 

Capt. Dwight E. Aultman, 5th Field Art., U.S.A., de- 
nies the reported disorderly conduct of men -of the 29th 
Battery while on a march from Des Moines, Iowa. to 
Leavenworth, Kan.

General Funston concludes that the records of 
courts-martial, and reports concerning deserters, indicate 
that clothing is drawn prior to desertion or trial, with 
a view to disposing of it to individual advantage.

Lieut, Col. William IL. Marshall, Corps of Engrs., U. 
S.A., and those under him are to be congratulated on the 
success of their work in deepening the Ambrose Channel, 
which will enable the largest vessels afloat to enter New 
York harbor at any time. Lieutenant Colonel Marshall 
went over the channel on Thursday with Mr. Vernon H. 
Brown, of the Cunard Line, following the course to the 
Hook taken by the new 25-knot vessel of the Cunard 
Line, the Lusitania, which made the voyage in 5 days 
and 54 minutes. 

Plans and specifications have been approved for the 
improvements authorized at Forts Leavenworth, Riley, 
Mackenzie, McPherson, Thomas, and Slocum, and at 
Jefferson, Plattsburg and Madison Barracks. ‘Wireless 
installations have been ordered for Forts Riley, Omaha 
and Leavenworth. 


Plans for the Quartermaster’s depot and the water 
transportation office at Manila have been practically 
completed. The new buildings, which are to cost over 
a million dollars, will be made of concrete with steel 
reinforcement, and will be located on the south bank 
of the Pasig, where they will have ample dock room. 
They will be supplied with electric elevators, trolley 
truck lines from the dock into the warehouses so as to 
provide rapid discharge of cargo from ships into elec- 
tric freight cars and to the various store houses. They 
will be one and two stories high and so constructed 
that they will withstand a high wind pressure or any dan- 
ger from earthquake. The electric freight cars will 
be owned by the Government and used to trans-ship 
supplies from the transports to Fort McKinley and 
other posts accessible by the Manila Electric Railroad. 
The whole depot will be electrically lighted and provided 
with the best possible roadways. 

It is held that the terms of the act establishing the 
summary court are broad enough to warrant the local 
comanding officer of a sub-post in appointing a summary 
court.

682. Unserviceable property is, with reference to its dis- 
position, divided into classes as follows: 

1. Property worn out wear and tear in the Service 
which has no salable value. 

2 Property worn out by fair wear and tear in the Service 
which presumably has some salable value. 

3. Property which has been rendered unserviceable from 
causes other than fair wear and tear in the Service. 

Property of the first class may be submitted to a surveying 
officer and disposed of as indicated in Par. 720, or it may be 
esbenitind to an inspector without prior action of a surveying 
officer. 

Property of the second class will be submitted to an in- 
spector without prior action of a surveying officer. 

Property of the third class will be submitted to a survey- 
ing officer, except as provided in Par. 1079 in case of public 

and unless destroyed under the provisions of Par. 
720 will subsequently be submitted to an inspector. The in- 
ventory and inspection reports will be accompanied by the 
report of the surveying officer. 

1079. Public animals inspected and found unsuited for one 
branch of the Service may be transferred to another for which 
they are fitted. When of no further use for any branch of the 
Service they will be submitted to an inspector and if con- 
demned sold at public auction. 

Horses belonging to troops of cavalry or to batteries of 
artillery will not be sold or turned in to the Quartermaster's 
Department unless previously acted upon by an inspector. 

Public animals that die of sickness, or that it is necessary 
to kill because of contagious disease, or when incurably 
wounded, will be dropped by the accountable officer upon the 
certificate of the responsible officer and affidavit of the vet- 
erinarian, or, in the absence of the latter, the certificate of a 
disinterested person, approved by the commanding officer.

720. On the approved recommendation of a surveying offi- 
cer the following classes of property may be destroyed: (a) 
clothing infected with contagious disease; (b) stores that 
have become so deteriorated as to endanger health or injure 
other stores, and (c) unserviceable property of no salable 
value submitted to a surveying officer under the provisions 
of Par. 682. The decision of the commanding officer will be 
final as to whether such property has salable value. 

This paragraph will, in its application to ordnance stores 
under (c), be limited to utterly worthless articles constitut- 
ing the soldier’s personal equipments (not arms), horse equip- 
ments, and target materials and supplies, the cost price of 
which does not exceed $100 for mounted organizations and 
$50 for all other cases. In each case the report will give 
the dates of receipt of the stores surveyed. 

Before ordering the destruction of property or stores under 
the provisions of this paragraph the commanding officer will 
personally inspect the same and will be held responsible that 
the conditions justify the action. In case the invoice value 
of the stores involved exceeds $500 the approval of the next 
higher commander will be obtained before destruction of the 
property, as provided in Par. 722. A certificate of the wit- 
nessing officer that the prey has been destroyed as au- 
thorized will be appended to the report. 

III, Par. 1235, Army Regulations, as amended by Par. I, 
G.O. 71, W.D., May 15, 1905, and by Par. III, G.O. 106, 
W.D., June 15, 1906, is further amended to read as follows:

‘*Desertion, in violation of the 47th Article of War.’’ Addi- 
tional Charge.—‘‘Causing to be presented to the United 
States authorities for payment a false and fraudulent claim 
against the United States, knowing such claim to be false 
and fraudulent, in violation of the 60th Article of War.’’ 

He was sentenced to be dismissed the Service of the United 
States, and to be confined at such place as the reviewing 
authority may direct for two years, and that the crime, punish- 
ment, name, and place of abode of the delinquent shall be 
published in the newspapers in and about the camp, and in 
the state from which the offender came, or where he usually 
resides. 

President Roosevelt approved the findings and sentence.

FORT RILEY. 


Fort Riley, Kas., Sept. 10, 1907. 

The machine gun platoon, which has been engaged in tar- 
get practice on the old range on the Republican Flats, has 
completed its work after shooting at ranges from 600 to 
1,000 yards. Both sweeping and searching fire were em 
ployed and the condition of the targets after each day’s 
firing was evidence of the good markmanship. Following the 
sweeping fire an examination of the targets showed that a 
sheet of bullets had riddled them as though they had been 
cut with a knife. In the searching fire the bullets literally 
ploughed up the ground, Since the regiment arrived here 
from the islands, the detach t has been putting in some 
hard drill, and both sections are now capable of some very 
fast work. One section is using the American and the other 
the English pack. The latter is more complicated, but as far 
as the condition of the backs of the mules is concerned it 
has given the best service. It has a breast strap whigh 
keeps the pack in place when a mule is going up an in- 
cline, and so prevents sore backs. The former has no breast 
strap and sore backs have resulted. Both sections have 
tested their respective types on unpacking and going into 
action, and so far the section with the American pack has 
the best of it by 1% seconds. The best time so far re- 
corded is 33 seconds. 

Brig. Gen. E. S. Godfrey returned on Thursday from Oma- 
ha, where he had been for a week making preparations for 
the coming military tournament to be held at St. Joe, Mo., the 
latter part of the month. Battery A, 6th F.A., and Troop 
L, 7th Oav., will attend from this post. Both have been ex- 
cused from all garrison duty, and the greater part of the day 
is used in getting ready for the big show. The former is 
daily drilling with silent commands, and the latter is prac- 
tising monkey stunts in the riding hall.

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A HINT TO THE NAVY. 


A correspondent says: “For the past four years I 
have taken your paper without missing even one Satur- 
day. If Satan should take me up into a high place and 
show me all the other periodicals and command me to 
choose only one, the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL would be 
my choice. The only criticism, if I be justified in calling 
it such, is that the Army seems to receive a wee bit more 
space than the Navy. By this I mean that discussions, 
pro and con, anent the Army seem to be more in evidence 
than is the case regarding the Navy. I know personally 
that the JoURNAL’s coming is eagerly anticipated weekly 
in the Navy and I have heard expressions of disappoint- 
ment, sometimes, that the Navy did not seem to be re- 
ceiving its share of editorials, and other papers, which 
go a long way to promote healthful discussion in the Ser- 
vice.” 

We would suggest to our correspondent that, if he be 
correct in his statement, the inference is very obvious 
and that is that the officers of the Navy are less disposed 
than their brethren of the Army to discuss profes- 
sional subjects. This is doubtless the fact, the restric- 
tions put by the Navy Department on professional discus- 
sions having made the officers of the Navy cautious in 
writing for publication. There is one subject, however, 
which is just now open to discussion by members of al] 
the services, and that is the important question of the 
passage of the pay bill which has been formulated by rep- 
resentatives of the different branches of the military ser- 
vice and approved by President Roosevelt. The editorial 
we published last week suggests what is needed to give 
effect to the efforts that will be made to pass this bill. 
We should be glad to receive from officers of the Navy, 
as well as from officers of the Army, the statistical data 
suggested by Captain Hagood in his circular letter to his 
comrades of the Army. We can make effective use of it 
and we believe that it needs only “fa long pull, a strong 
pull and a pull altogether” to secure the adoption by Con- 
gress of the pay bill, which has the approval of the Presi- 
dent and the heads of the Navy, War and Treasury De- 
partments. On the basis of the new bill, if passed, mem- 
bers of the services can hereafter obtain changes in the 
law which they may consider necessary to secure more ex- 
act justice; now there should be no division of counsel 
in this matter and those interested in the passage of the 
bill should furnish us with the data asked for. 

We would suggest that the most important members of 
our editorial staff, our officers, should, like this correspond- 
ent, take the trouble to furnish us with information and 
suggestions relating to their several branches of the Ser- 
vice. Our editorial office is like a whispering gallery in 
which the voices of suggestion and professional criticism: 
are brought to our ears; but if those who wish us to 
speak will not even whisper we know of no process of 
mind-reading by which we can be made aware of their 
wishes and opinions. 
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In the correspondence appearing on another page, Rear 
Admiral Evans disposes so effectually of Mr. Barton 
Myers, who has been exploiting himself in the intervals 
of his exploitation of the Jamestown Exposition, that we 
are disposed to have the commiseration for Mr. Myers 
which one cannot help feeling for the under dog. As Mr. 
Myers has cited the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL as au- 
thority for some of his statements, it seems necessary to 
say that not one of the articles he refers to, and no ar- 
ticle ever published in this paper, has given Mr. Myers 
the slightest warrant for his statement that the officers 





of the Navy have complained of the duty to which they © 


were ordered at Jamestown by the President. We have 
stated, and stated on ample authority, that the Navy 
were disgusted at the manner in which our foreign guests 
were treated by the managers of the Jamestown Exposi- 
tion, compelling the officers and men of the Navy to as- 
sume a burden of hospitality which should never have 
been imposed upon them, and upon their slender purses, 
however readily and willingly it was borne, when the oc- 
casion required, by a class of men who set the honor and 
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dignity of their country above every consideration of per- 
sonal interest or convenience. Admiral Evans has given 
Mr. Myers and the class he represents a much needed 
lesson as to the point of view of the Navy. Whatever 
disposition officers may have shown to criticise the mis- 
management at Jamestown, which brought the country 
they represent into disrepute, they never for a moment 
have complained of the orders which took them there. We 
never have suggested or hinted anything to the contrary, 
as Mr. Myers must know, for his reference to our articles 
shows that he has read them, These articles gave him no 
warrant for the criticisms of the officers of our Navy, in 
which he has indulged in such cavalier fashion. 


NOTES OF THE PACIFIC VOYAGE. 

According to the present schedule, the ships to be 
ordered to the Pacific will not reach San Francisco 
until the middle or latter part of April. They will re- 
main in the vicinity of San Francisco and Puget 
Sound for six weeks or two months, which will carry 
them well into the middle of June, before they are ready 
to leave that part of the world. Accordingly, it is de- 
clared, this is ample time in which to consider the 
method of getting them back on the Atlantic side, with 
which some of our contemporaries are already troubling 
themselves. It can be confidently stated that they will 
come by sea and not overland. 

It is gossip among the diplomats stationed in Wash- 
ington that President Roosevelt has told one of his in- 
timate friends in the diplomatic corps that he intends to 
have the Atlantic Fleet return from the Pacific by way 
of the Suez Canal. This involves making calls en route 
at the main seaports of Japan and the European powers. 
If this is done there will be a brushing up of the vessels 
of Europe to enable them to make the best possible show- 
ing in comparison with the Yankee fleet. 

The coal problem for the Pacific Fleet is a difficult 
one, undoubtedly, as there is a lack of colliers such as 
the department desires, and the few contractors who 
could supply ships either make no offers or demand un- 
reasonable prices. Every opportunity will be given 
American bidders, but the prospect is that the coal will 
have to be sent in foreign bottoms, “No ships of much 
less than 6,000 tons are desirable as colliers,” said an 
official. “They would burn up too much of the coal 
before they arrived at their point of destination. On 
the other hand, vessels of 10,000 tons, some of which 
have been offered, are too large to coal the battleships 
conveniently.” 

One of the results of the proposed movement of the 
Atlantic fleet to the Pacific will be to make distinct 
the need for more high-speed colliers, The gigantic 
difficulties involved in coaling the fleet are giving the 
Navy Department more concern than any other one 
thing in connection with the movement. We have two 
colliers under construction, but owing to the fact of 
their being built in Government yards progress has been 
somewhat slow on them, and it has been necessary to 
go to Congress for mere money to complete them. They 
will not, therefore, be done in time to assist in the 
movement of the fleet. The necessity for speed in col- 
liers will be very thoroughly demonstrated by the time 
the fleet reaches San Francisco. To undertake to move 
a fleet at twelve or fifteen knots with colliers that can 
make but nine is a condition that may very easily 
arise in time of war, and would soon demonstrate the 
suicidal folly of not getting good colliers, 

The Consolidated Coal Company of Baltimore has re- 
ceived the initial order for coal for taking the battleship 
fleet to the Pacific. The contract, it is understood, does 
not call for the full 100,000 tons contemplated by the 
government in its first order, but a large proportion of it. 
Barges will be loaded at Baltimore beginning the first 
of next month. ‘They will proceed to a base on the Pa- 
cific not made public, 
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Secretary Taft has announced at Seattle the itinerary 
for his trip to the Philippines and thence through Rus- 
sia home. He will leave Seattle Sept. 12; reach Yoko- 
hama Sept. 25; Kobi, Sept. 29; Nagasaki, Oct. 4; Shang- 
hai, Oct. 6; Hong Kong, Oct. 11, and Manila, Oct. 14, in 
time for the opening of the Philippine Assembly. The last 
stage of the journey will be made on the transport 
McClellan. He will leave Manila Nov. 4, reach Vlad- 
ivostok the 11th; leave there the 12th, reach Irkutsk 
the 16th; Moscow, the 23d; remain there two days; 
reach St, Petersburg, Nov. 26th, remaining two days. 
Beriin, Nov. 29, and there also remain two days. About 
Dec. 4 the Secretary will take the steamer at Cher- 
bourg, France, and arrive in New York Dec. 10. Thus 
far no very general plan has been made with regard to 
ceremonies at the various points where the Secretary will 
be received. The teachers of Manila are organizing the 
schoolboys and girls of that city with reference to the 
Secretary’s arrival, and it is expected that over four 
thousand of them will march to the dock to meet him 
when the McClellan arrives. The Secretary’s return 
home by way of Russia is understood internationally 
to be for the purpose of restoring entire good feeling be- 
tween the United States and Russia, in view of the 
criticism that was made in Russia at the time of Secre- 
tary Taft’s last trip to the Philippines, when he called 
at Tokio, but did not visit St. Petersburg. The Russian 
press at that time dealt with the matter in a very in- 
flammable manner and for a time relations between the 
two countries were somewhat liable to strain. In the 
whole journey there will be about thirty days’ actual 
travel, each way. The schedule for the return trip will 





possibly be longer than it would be across the Pacific. 
It will take nine days from Manila to Vladivostok, 
eleven from there to Moscow, one day to reach St. 
Petersburg, thirty-six hours to reach Berlin, twenty-four 
to reach Paris, and six days to New York. On his 
journey the Secretary, as the representative of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, will meet the Mikado, the 
Czar, the Emperor of Germany and the President of 
France. 
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The London Naval and Military Record, speaking of 
the value of the services of Sir Percy Scott to the British 
navy, says: “Nor will there be complaint if two names 
are associated with that of Sir Percy as being pre-emi- 
nently entitled to mention. The two officers referred to 
are Admiral Jellicoe, who has during the last three years 
been director of Naval Ordnance at the British Ad- 
miralty, and Lieutenant Commander Sims, who has been 
Director of Target Practice in the United States Navy 
for a somewhat longer period. The Americans organized 
a system of scientific shooting from naval guns before 
this country entered upon the business; but the man who 
persuaded the Navy Board of the United States to take 
this step, and who was placed at its head—Lieutenant 
Commander Sims—sat at the feet of Sir Percy Scott 
when that officer was the one naval shooting enthusiast 
in the British fleet, and commanded the cruiser Terrible 
on the China station. Both Admiral Jellicoe, whose en- 
ergy resighted British naval guns in a couple of years, 
and Lieutenant Commander Sims can well be mentioned 
with Admiral Scott as pioneers of naval gunnery. 
Happily there is nothing to record about the gunlayers’ 
tests of 1907, so far as the results are to hand, but the 
same satisfactory and substantial advance, which has 
been so remarkable a feature of naval gunnery for the 
last three years, during which time the percentage of 
hits to rounds has increased from 42.86 to 81.49, not- 
withstanding the stiffer conditions which have been im- 
posed this year, by a decrease in the size of the target 
for all guns and an increase in the range at which the 
twelve-inch weapons fire. It must be conceded that this 
is most remarkable progress. In 1905 the percentage of 
hits to rounds fired went up to 56.58, and in 1906 to the 
still more. satisfactory figure, under exactly the same 
shooting conditions, of 71.12. And now, up to date, in 
1907, leaving several ships still to fire, the figures have 
advanced nearly ten per cent. upon last year’s, and stand 
at 81.49. Those responsible for the spirit of emulation 
and the methods which have created this record deserve 
well both of the Navy and the nation, and whatever prog- 
ress is made in future—and progress there will still be— 
these performances will deserve to be always remem- 
bered.” 
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Through what appears te be a grave defect in the 
United States postal service the officers and men of the 
Navy serving at the naval station at Tutuila, Samoa, 
have been placed in a position of considerable embarrass- 
ment. ‘They are necessarily compelled to make most of 
their purchases for individual use in the United States, re- 
mitting therefor from their pay. It seems, however, that 
the registered mail containing their pay has been held 
up at Pago, Pago, for four months, the result being that 
the officers for whom the money is intended have been 
unable to obtain it. They have therefore sent the follow- 
ing statement to the Navy Department: “Our registered 
mail has been held up at Pago, Pago, for four months, be- 
cause the rule is not to deliver registered mail to any 
except an authorized route agent of the Govern- 
ment, and no Government mail steamer has been there for 
these four months. We ask that you give out this state- 
ment to the press, because we fear our credit might be in- 
jured.” The state of affairs disclosed in the above com- 
munication is discreditable to the American Government. 
If the pay of the officers and men on duty at the naval 
station cannot be transmitted to them promptly and safely 
through regular postal channels, a special vessel—even a 
cruiser, if necessary—should be employed for that pur- 
pose. It might be a good thing, in fact, to arrange that 
some vessel of the Pacific Fleet should visit Tutuila every 
month, We have a naval base on that island which is 
destined to be of great strategic importance in the de- 
velopment of our naval interests on the Pacific, and sound 
policy would seem to require that it be kept in regular 
communication with the mainland. At all events, the 
members of the naval service stationed there are entitled 
to the prompt delivery of their pay. Among the Navy 
officers stationed there, all of whom have been incon- 
venienced by the delay of the registered mail, are: Comdr. 
Charles B. T. Moore, Governor of Tutuila, Lieuts. Wil- 
bur G. Briggs, Paul B. Dugan, and Henry ‘B. Soule, 
Asst. Surgs. Archibald M. Fauntleroy and Milton E. 
Lando, Asst. Paymrs. Thomas J. Bright and James C. 
Hilton, Chap. John B. Frazier, and War. Machs. John 
F. Green and William J, Trevorrow.

Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Artillery, and Lieut. 
Comdr. Spencer Wood, of the Navy, returned this week 
from ‘a tour along the Pacific coast for the purpose of de- 
termining areas of coast defense. They were occupied 
with this work at San Diego, San Francisco and Puget 
Sound. This work had previously been ‘completed on the 
Atlantic coast, beginning with Galveston early last spring, 
and concluding with Portland, Me., harbor in July. A 
complete report showing the inner and outer line of de- 
fense with record maps will be made to the joint Army 
and Navy Board, through whom in duplicates the report 
will be transmitted to the Secretary of War and the Sec- 





retary of the Navy. All this work is confidential and is 
intended for use in time of war. This is the first time 
since the fortification of harbors on both coasts under the 
Endicott and Taft boards that this survey of areas of de- 
fense has been made. Now that it is completed and per- 
manent it is known just where to plant mines in case of 
harbor defense in time of war, and channels have been 
laid off through which merchant vessels may be conduct- 
ed, under military orders, 





The military attachés of the foreign embassies and’ le- 
gations in Washington have been a good deal disturbed 
by the fact that none of them could secure an invitation 
to the Artillery maneuvers now in progress at Fort Riley. 
There was very general interest in these maneuvers mani- 
fested by all the foreign officers stationed in Washington, 
and they fully expected to be permitted to witness them, 
A polite declination was handed out to each overture for 
an invitation. One diplomat shows with great amuse- 
ment a polite note of declination, in which he is cordially 
invited to attend the rifle competition at Camp Perry in 
lieu of witnessing the experiment with high explosives in 
the field at Fort Riley. In line with the step taken by 
the Coast Artillery recently in the use of high explosive 
shells and the adoption of such shells for the Field Ar- 
tillery in the maneuvers at Fort Riley, it is said that the 
Atlantic Fleet will carry picrate of ammonia shells afloat 
in the movement to the Pacific coast, and that in the tar- 
get practice at Magdalena Bay a special program of work 
with these new shells will be carried out. The general 
interest shown in this high explosive throughout ‘the 
Army and Navy of late is said to have resulted from a 
study of Japanese ordnance on sea and land during: the 
recent war by American officers present with both armies. 
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It is understood that plans and specifications for the 
turrets on the Delaware and New York (hitherto known 
as Nos. 28 and 29, the so-called Dreadnought battleships) 
have not yet been turned over to the contractors. As a 
matter of fact, work is still in progress, under the board 
of construction, on these turrets, and definite results will 
not be in readiness for final review by the board until af- 
ter the Kaiser board appointed following the Georgia dis- 
aster to inquire into every phase of danger connected 
with the present form of turret for 8 and 12-inch guas 
has been submitted. It was expected that this report 
would come into the Department not later than Sept. 15 
in order to give opportunity for its careful consideration 
by the various boards concerned for the benefit of turret 
crews in the approaching target practice. The prelim- 
inary report of the Kaiser board has been in the hands 
of Assistant Secretary Newberry for a week or more, but 
still lies on his desk awaiting the return of Secretary 
Metcalf. Nothing in that report has been made public 
thus far. 
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A later report in regard to the accident which occurred 
to the two 8-inch guns in the Colorado’s forward turret 
would seem to indicate that something more than increas- 
ing pressure of slow-burning, smokeless powder was re- 
sponsible for blowing off the muzzle of the right hand 
gun. It is claimed that after a good deal of target work 
had been done on the range at Chefoo the rifling of the 
gun retained too much of the copper composing the bands 
on the shells in the bore, thereby reducing its diameter 
and causing the projectiles to bind. The shell not being 
able to get out of the gun speedily enough, the pressure 
of the charge on the unbanded muzzle was too great. This 
raises the question with the Ordnance Bureau as to 
whether a similar accident might not occur to the four 
new guns which have been sent to Bremerton for the 
Colorado, notwithstanding the fact that these guns are 
banded to the muzzle. The new guns are forty inches 
longer than the broken ones, and the injury to the rifling 
would be all the worse in the longer gun. 
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The Newport papers report that the officers of the Na- 
val War College who witnessed the maneuvers of the bat- 
tleships at 12 knots’ speed, comment on the wonderful 
precision of the tactics and the splendid distance, which 
were maintained after the close of each maneuver. The 
battleships ran into a fog off Nantucket Shoals lightship 
and there was not the slightest confusion or annoyance 
for the five hours the ships were so shut off from sight 
of each other. During this time collision drills were car- 
ried on and by the use of the submarine bell system and 
siren fog signal the battleships were enabled to maintain 
their exact positions and distances. ‘““When the fog lift- 
ed,” said an officer, “there were the sixteen ships found 
to be in perfect formation and their proper distances 
from each other.” 
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Steps are being taken to screen all the quarters, bar- 
racks and hospitals occupied by officers and troops serv- 
ing in the Philippines Division to reduce the danger from 
mosquitoes conveying disease. This action was recom- 
mended by Colonel. Havard, Acting Surgeon General of 
the Army, and approved by the War Department. The 
screens will be made of 18-mesh wire gauze, mounted in 
a strong frame.

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ADMIRAL EVANS REPLIES TO MR. MYERS. 

The interesting correspondence which follows explains 
itself: 

Office of Commander-in-Chief U.S. Atlantic Fleet, 

U.S.S. Connecticut (flagship), Provincetown, Mass., 
September 6, 1907. 

Sir: I note with pleasure in your paper of Aug. 31, 
1907, your editorial on a letter addressed to the New 
York Evening Journal, published in that paper by Mr. 
Barton Myers, Governor of Ways and Means and of 
Exploitation, Jamestown Exposition. Permit me to thank 
you for your very just and well-timed remarks on that 
subject. 

In connection with this subject I enclose for your in- 
formation a copy of the correspondence between myself 
and Mr. Myers following the publication of the letter 
to which you referred in your editorial. This you are at 
liberty to make use of as you see fit. It may interest 
you to know that I sent copies of this correspondence to 
Mr. W. Rt. Hearst, editor of the New York Evening 
Journal, and H. St. George Tucker, president of the James- 
town Exposition, but 1 have received no reply from 
either of them. A copy of the entire correspondence was 
sent to the Secretary of the Navy through official chan-

Sir: I enclose herewith a clipping from the New York 
Evening Journal of Aug. 14, 1907, which purports to be 
a letter from you to Mr. W. R. Hearst, editor of that 
paper. The statements made in this letter in regard to 
me, and certain officers under my command, are so abso- 
lutely false that I hesitate to believe that the letter could 
really have been written and signed by you. 

I, therefore, request to be informed whether or not you 
did write the letter, and if you accept the responsibility 
for the statements made therein?

To this letter Mr. Myers replies as follows: 

Norfolk, Va., Aug. 20, 1907. 
Sir:—I am in receipt of your letter of 16th inst., enclosing 
clipping from the New York Evening Journal of 14th inst., 
and asking whether I wrote the letter therein credited to me. 

In reply, 1 beg to say I did write the letter in question. 

That letter was written about two and a half months ago, 
‘early in June, but the date is omitted in its present publica- 
tion. 

It was not my intention or expectation that the letter should 
be printed, although I omitted to ask that it be not published. 

I must ask that in reading the letter you do so as of the 
time when it was written. 

At that time, unjust and damaging articles had appeared in 
the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, Army and Navy Register, and 
The Navy, reflecting on the Jamestown Exposition, distinctly 
announcing the distaste and reluctance with which many of the 
Navy officers regarded their enforced participation in the 
Jamestown Exposition. I refer you especially to the Army 
and Navy Journal, June 1, page 1087; the report of a ‘‘Naval 
Correspondent’’ apparently on the spot, who not only refers 
to the disinclination of the Navy to participate in the Exposi-~ 
tion, but says: ‘*Wh.t angered our officers and made us blush 
for our country was the manifest intent of using not only 
our Navy, but all visiting ships, as an advertising scheme to 
exploit a gang of Greedy Money Makers.’ 

Articles more or less injurious had appeared in the Army 
and Navy Register, April 27, page 10; ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL, June 1, page 1087; Army and Navy Register, June 1, page 
12; the Navy, May number, page 29; ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 
June 8, pages 1111 and 1123; Army and Navy Register, June 
8, pages, 6, 12 and 13. 

Without suggestion from the Exposition management, the 
above publications had been commented on by the New York 
Evening Journal, June 4; Baltimore Sun, June 3; New York 
Times, June 3; and the New York Evening Post, June 3. 

The New York Journal and Baltimore Sun pointed out the 
unpatriotic and impolitic position of any Navy officers who 
resented the requirement for them to participate in the Ex- 
position. 

It was at this juncture that I wrote to Mr. W. R. Hearst, 
the letter not intended for publication, expressing appreciation 
and thanks for the unsolicited editorial in the New York 
Evening Journal. 

In view of the fact that periodicals, papers and magazines 
published in the interest of the Army and Navy, keeping in 
touch with the officers and men, are considered as reflecting, 
in a large degree, their opinions, the general press of the 
country accept them largely as fair exponents of official senti- 
ment. Therefore, in writing at that time to Mr. W. R. Hearst, 
but not intending it for publication, I referred to matters 
that were passing in the papers, not in the way of original 
suggestion, but commenting on what had been suggested in 
the above publications, and which had never been disclaimed 
by any authoritative utterance, from the Navy. You will 
please observe my language as referring to the subject then 
under discussion in his editorial of June 4, and, in the Army 
and Navy periodicals. ‘‘If Admiral Evans and certain offi- 
cers who are taking their cue from him, now feel that it is a 
derogation of their dignity for a few months to associate with 
the common people of this country, and, to allow them to come 
aboard of their ships and look them over, it will tend rather 
to react and create an antagonistic feeling such as is already 
cropping up among the papers of the country.’’ 

- You may recall, that Capt. T. N. Horn, commanding U.S. 
Artillery camp, wrote from Camp John Smith at the Ex- 
position, to the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, June 15, page 1157, 
and to the Army and Navy Register, June 15, page 20, as- 
serting that the sentiments adverse to the participation in 
the Exposition were not shared by men of his camp. Your 
letter of the 16th inst., to me, is the first expression which 
I have seen from anyone connected with the Navy, disclaim- 
ing the sentiment attributed by the Army and Navy papers 
to the Navy officers. 

I assure you that I gladly accept in good faith your state- 
ment that the feeling referred to in the editorials above 
quoted and in my letter, were not those of yourself and the 
other officers of your fleet, for I would not willingly be un- 
just to any officer of our Navy. 

I cannot too strongly impress upon you the importance of 
my letter being read back in its proper place, in connection 
with the pending newspaper discussions in May and June; 
because, I am glad to say that, I know of no recent evidence 
of conditions now existing as were then referred to; and I 
trust, that in our effort to celebrate appropriately our National 
Ter-Centennial, though handicapped by many local conditions, 
we have the cordial sympathy of the Navy. am,

Sir: Replying to your letter of Aug. 20, 1907, at- 
tempting to explain your letter to the editor of the New 
York Evening Journal, which appeared in that paper on 
Aug. 14, but which you new inform me was written by 
you last June, and forwarded to Mr. Hearst without in- 
tent that it should be published:— 
1. I desire to make most clear to you the fact that, 
as the fleet and officers and men under my command have 
been acting under the orders of the Secretary of the 
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Navy, and in accordance with the well known wishes of 
the President of the United States, throughout our Ser- 
vice in connection with the Jamestown Exposition, the 
personal opinion and desires of myself or of the said offi- 
cers and men do not enter into the case at all. Whether 
or not we would have preferred to spend our summer on 
the New England coast or at Hampton Roads, whether 
or not our opinions of the Exposition are favorable or 
unfavorable, are questions that do not enter into the case 
at all. A simple matter of duty was presented to us, 
and so far as I know, it has been performed thoroughly 
and conscientiously and in a manner not only satisfac- 
tory to the President, the Secretary of the Navy and the 
officers of the Exposition, but in such wise as to con- 
tribute most highly to the success of the Exposition at a 
time when it most needed such help. If such be not the 
case, I have no knowledge that any statement to that ef- 
fect has ever been made. 
flections you have to make in regard to the manner in 
which this duty has been performed should have been 
submitted to the proper authorities and through proper 
official channels, and not through an undignified and 
insulting letter to a daily newspaper. 

2. I must also call your attention to the fact that you 
have no means of knowing what my opinions are in re- 
gard the Jamestown Exposition and the duty of the fleet 
in connection therewith. Your assumption that what you 
call “unjust and damaging articles,’ appearing in the 
Service journals, ‘‘refiecting on the Jamestown Exposi- 
tion” correctly express my personal views is not only un- 
just to me, but is, in my opinion, an unwarrantable piece 
of impertinence, which I most distinctly and emphatical-- 
ly resent. It is not my province, nor have-I the time, to 
deny or affirm unsigned and unauthorized expressions of 
opinion published in the newspapers, and your claim that 
my failure to so deny the published statements to which 
you refer make me responsible for them is a “most ridicu- 
lous and untenable one. However, I desire to, point out 
to you that I have most emphaticaly taken notice of the 
first authentic signed criticism of my actions or of what 
purport to be my views, namely, your own letter, in a 
manner which I trust will constitute in your mind a most 
thorough protest. Furthermore, that you may be entire- 
ly satisfied with my action in the case, I propose to carry 
action in rebuttal in this and every other similar authen- 
tic case, to the utmost possible limit. 

3. The unwarrantable character of your. first letter, 
as published in the Journal, is only equalled by the inso- 
lence of your asuring me in your last letter that you 
“gladly accept in good faith your statement that the feel- 
ings referred to in the editorials above quoted, and in 
my letter, were not those of yourself and the other offi- 
cers of your fleet.” I most forcibly point out to you that 
I made no such statement to you, as no thought of mak- 
ing any explanation in regard to anything to a person 
in your subordinate position ever entered my mind. 

. As you acknowledge the authorship of the letter 
published in the Journal and accept the responsibility 
for the statements made therein, I shall now take such 
steps in regard to your ill-advised and incomprehensible 
rushing into print with an absolutely unfeunded charge 
against me and the officers under my command as may 
seem to be the best suited to the circumstances. 

5. Full copies of this correspondence with you have 
been forwarded by me to the Secretary of the Navy, to 
the president of the Jamestown Exposition, and to the 
editor of the New York Bvening Journal.

REPORT OF INSPECTOR GENERAL, U.S.A. 


In addition to the extracts from the annual report of 
the Inspector General of the Army, published in these 
columns last week, we note the following: 

As the result of special inquiry as’ to the causes of de- 
sertion, it is stated that in a majority of cases the causes 
can not be definitely ascertained; but when the number 
is abnormal the inspector can sometimes deduce or fairly 
infer that desertions were logical results of conditions 
found in the organization. Often the deserters are actu- 
ated by a spirit of unrest and inherent inability to endure 
necessary restraints and discipline, and other causes that 
are not traceable to anything peculiar to the company or 
its officers. These men have made a mistake in entering 
the military service, and the Army can not be changed to 
suit them. On the other hand, there are administrative 
methods, about which opinions honestly differ, and that 
may be subject to some modifications, if thereby the ser- 
vice can be made more satisfactory to volunteers (for 
it is on voluntary service that we must rely). Lack of 
permanency of commanders of companies is frequently 
and strongly urged as causing much of the trouble. 
shifting commissioned personnel with the regiment and 
the deterioration of the regimental spirit have had their 
effect. Tyrannical sergeants are responsible for many de- 
sertions and much discontent. “Sustain the sergeant” is 
an old maxim, plausible and apparently sound, but under 
the operation of which there has been much abuse of au- 
thority. If some captains have gone so far as to “sus- 
tain the sergeant, right or wrong,” the exercise of such 
unrestrained power might be expected to do harm. Home 
interest and encouragement, which sustain the volunteer 





regiments, are not manifested toward the Regular. Local-

mended in the last annual report from this office, would 
probably not suffice to fill the ranks of our Army, but it 
is believed would tend to popularize the Service and de- 
velop the interest of communities in their representative 
erganizations. If the first enlistment were for one year, 
desertions would almost disappear and recruiting would 
be facilitated. 

The Inspector General recommends that whenever prac- 
ticable, line officers of rank below that of major be trans- 
ferred back to the regiment from which they were re- 
moved by promotion or detail. He also suggests that 
the proposition, that whenever line officers are to be de- 
tached:from regimental duty for periods of two years or 
longer their names shall taken off the rolls of the regi- 
ment and the resulting vacancies filled, would operate to 
still further interfere with the fostering of that regiment- 
al spirit which was seriously injured by lineal promotion. 

“It is doubtful,” says the Inspector General, “whether 
the voters generally understand that officers are not fed, 
clothed, and equipped at public expense like the private 
soldier. Many officers have been confronted with the fail-. 
ure of the commissary or any other market when most; 
they needed food and could not procure it without crib-. 
sbing on their’ men’s rations. In active campaign, the 
number of rations supplied to a body of troops should in- 
clude the officers. The recommendation in last annual re- 
port that such articles as sabers, saddles, canteens and 
field kit generally be authorized to be loaned to officers on 
memorandum receipts is renewed—field glasses and com- 
passes to be included.’’

DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORTS. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE EAST. 

Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of the East, calls attention, in his an- 
nual report, to a hardship which the present law imposes 
upon inspectors general and other officers acting as such 
or as special inspectors. He cites the experience of five 
officers on inspection duty in the Department who, during 
the year, traveled 54,952 miles, covering a total of 571 
days. Disregarding land-grant and bond-aided roads, 
sea travel and quartermaster transportation, the daily 
average mileage drawn by each of the officers referred to 
would have been $6.72, but after making the necessary 
deductions it was only $6 per day, which did not cover 
the legitimate traveling expenses of the officers thus de- 
tailed. General Grant states that experience has shown 
that on tours involving short runs, frequent stops and 
staying in cities, the traveling expenses of an officer 
average nearly $8 per day, and are in excess of the mile- 
age allowance. It is therefore recommended that legis- 
lation be sought giving all inspectors general and officers 
acting as such or as special inspectors an allowance of 
$3 per day for each day’s absence from their stations on 
inspection duty. With this per diem inspectors would, 
in the average year, come out about even on their ex- 
penses. 

The most serious defect disclosed by the inspections of 
posts and troops in the Department is the large percentage 
of absentees among the commissioned officers of the line, 
and it is pointed out that the only apparent remedy for 
this condition of affairs would be legislation, which would 
add in number as many officers of the Army, not already 
provided for by the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, as are now de- 
tailed on permanent detached service. In this way there 
would be a sufficient number of officers to fill the constant 
demands of the Service, without depleting the commis- 
sioned strength of organizations, as is now the case. The 
present method, in addition to its detriment to the Serv- 
ice, causes frequently a heavy financial. burden to the 
officers detailed. The frequent changes of station, de- 
tached service, increased expense of living, foreign service 
and the abolishment of railroad concessions to the families 
of Army officers, have combined to make the financial 
position of the lieutenants and captains a most trying one, 
and some relief should be extended to them. 

With regard to the enlisted force, General Grant re- 
marks that there appears to be a disinclination on the 
part of the men in the Service to re-enlist, and that there 
exists some feeling of discontent with the present condi- 
tion of affairs. The practice marches do not seem to ap- 
peal to the older enlisted men, and the prosperity of the 
country and the ease with which intelligent, trained men 
from the Army obtain good positions in civil life, is un- 
doubtedly a factor. The Coast Artillery is sadly handi- 
capped by lack both of officers and men. The shortage of 
officers will be eventually overcome, but the difficulty of 
ebtaining recruits still exiSts, with the result that nearly 
all companies are far short of their authorized maximum. 

Concerning the effect upon the discipline of the Army 
and the interests of the Service, of the provisions of 
Section 3, Article 3, War Department, General Orders, 
No. 96, of 1905, General Grant states that an opinion 
has been obtained from post and company commanders 
at all posts inspected from Department headquarters since 
March 9, 1907. In nearly all cases, these opinions were 
obtained in writing, and were supported by arguments. 
Among the post and company commanders, about forty 
per cent. favor the present limitation on the power of a 
court-martial to inflict dishonorable discharge; the other- 
sixty per cent. believe it would be better, for discipline 
and the interests of the Service, to revert to the old 
method, of allowing dishonorable discharge upon proof of 
five previous convictions within a year, without regard 
to: the seriousness of the several offenses. 

Commenting upon the report of Lieut. Col. H. C. Car-- 
baugh, Judge Advocate General of the Department, Gen- 
eral Grant says: “I think that in the trial of officers 
there is too much leniency shown by the courts, thus 
making it difficult, not only to rid the Service of unde- 
sirable ones, but also, by proper example, to keep others 
up to the standard desired. I have continued to study 
the causes of the offenses of officers and soldiers, which 
necessitate their being disciplined, and I am convinced 
more strongly than before that the chief basis of nearly 
all their troubles is the use of intoxicants or drugs. 

“T have found that alcohol and drugs are introduced 
into articles that are sold as innocent and even whole- 
some beverages. ‘This has been brought to my attention 
forcibly, through my observing the large sale of ‘Malt 
Extract’ at the post exchanges in the northern part of 
my command, and, also, through the analysis by Army 
surgeons of ‘Coca-Cola,’ which was being sold in post 
exchanges. As these beverages contained alcohol and 
therefore were prohibited under the ‘Anti-Canteen’ Law. 
their sale has been forbidden throughout my command.” 

General Grant renews his recommendation that im- 
mediate steps be taken to secure sufficient and suitable 
grounds for target ranges in the vicinity of Washington, 
D.C., New York, Portland, Maine, and Boston, Mass. 
While there are quite a number of troops stationed near 
these cities, there are no Government ranges large enough 
for present needs, near any of them. 

Noting the order authorizing the organization of a ma- 
chine-gun detachment for each regiment of cavalry and 
infantry, General Grant expresses the opinion that the 
offensive and defensive effectiveness of our Army would 
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be greatly increased by the organization of an additional 
number of similar machine-gun detachments, sufficient to 
make the number of machine-gun detachments equivalent 
to the number of squadrons and battalions of cavalry and 
infantry in the Army. In his opinion every three of these 
detachments should be organized as a company, all of the 
personnel of which should be mounted, and commanded 
by a captain. While a company of machine guns might 
be assigned to a regiment, and a detachment of these 
guns to a battalion or squadron, for any operation or 
drills, the company organization of machine guns should 
be independent, and should be administered by its com- 
mander. 

Among other recommendations contained in the report 
are the following: That larger ranges be provided in the 
Artillery Districts of Boston and Portland: that firing 
at moving targets, figures and groups be introduced in 
our system of target practice; that allotment be made 
for one double set of captains’ quarters at Fort Wood; 
that wireless stations and district signal stations be in- 
stalled at all forts at the earliest practicable time. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE COLORADO. 

Brig. Gen. Earl D. Thomas, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of the Colorado, in his annual report, makes 
the following recommendations: That a general service 
corps be created; that the post at Fort Douglas, Utah, 
be partly rebuilt and provided with electric lights 
throughout; that the new buildings at Whipple Bar- 
racks, Ariz., be completed as speedily as possible and that 
a modern stable be added. 

Referring to the absence of many officers from their 
legitimate organizations, General Thomas says: “As a 
matter of fact, many organizations in this Department 
have only one officer for duty; frequently such officer 
is compelled to do staff duty with his battalion at ordi- 
nary functions, thereby leaving the organization, which 
he should properly look after, in command of a sergeant. 
This was witnessed at a review held by the Department 
commander at one of the posts when two companies of 
a regiment were commanded by sergeants, the officers 
having been ordered away for staff duties with battalion 
commanders. The permanent absence of so many officers 
calls for serious consideration, and it is hoped some 
remedy will soon be adopted whereby a sufficient number 
of officers can be secured to look after organizations sadly 
in need of their supervison.” 

General Thomas states that the enlisted strength of 
the troops in the Department is at a low figure and that 
if discharges at expiration of service continue, and it 
is certain that they will, without gains by re-enlistments, 
there will be left at the posts only sufficient men to take 
care of the Government property, unless recruits are sent 
to this Department, and that soon. The 21st Infantry 
is in a wretched condition as to its enlisted strength, 
needing, at this writing, 380 recruits. This regiment 
now garrisons two posts, Fort Logan, Colo., and Fort 
Douglas, Utah, and has one company at Whipple Bar- 
racks, Ariz. With its three small battalions it is quite 
impossible to do very much drilling and practice march- 
ing with anything like the proper strength. Deducting 
the extra and special] duty men that must necessarily 
be retained in garrison at the shops and storehouses, 
caring for Government property, there remain for drills 
and practice march duty only a small number in each 
organization. The same remarks will apply to each cav- 
alry troop in the Department. All commands need re- 
cruits and need them badly. 


DEPARTMENT OF DAKOTA. 


Major Gen. William S. McCaskey, U.S.A., Command- 
ing the Department of Dakota, in his annual report, 
makes the following recommendations “based,” as he aptly 
remarks, “upon experience and service of many years”: 
Restoration of the canteen feature of the post exchange; 
elimination of weekly practice marches with packs; detail 
of first lieutenants for battalion and squadron staff offi- 
cers; efficiency reports to be confidential and forwarded 
direct, otherwise they will not be complete; that machine- 
gun detachments be composed of battalion units or sec- 
tions, one for each, with organizations of a company, 
commanded by a captain; that the increase of Army pay 
be at the rate of twenty per cent. for general officers, 
forty per cent. for field officers, and fifty per cent. for all 
other officers, enlisted men and civilian employees. 

“Rate legislation,’ says General McCaskey, “together 
with pure food laws and the increase of cost of living 
within the last thirty years have injuriously affected the 
personnel of the Services financially. All ranks and 
grades in the Army, especially the class of civil employees 
connected therewith, have been discriminated against, and 
that they are worthy and underpaid is unquestioned. It 
is within the fact that in almost all lines of life’s work in 
this country within the last thirty years incomes have 
increased one hundred per cent. or thereabouts, and cer- 
tainly no class of public servants are entitled to more 
consideration by the general government than the sup- 
porters and defenders of the country at large who for 
many years have made and do still make it possible for the 
citizens of this Republic to be prosperous and successful 
in commercial affairs.’ 








WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 


Holdover qualifications for bandsmen: Question hav- 
ing arisen as to whether bandsmen, having qualified as 
sharpshooters in 1906, could be given holdover classifica- 
tion, it was decided that they are not entitled to hold- 
over qualification, and that all classifications of such men 
and additional pay based thereon should terminate with 
the close of the target year of 1907. 

Changes in Coast Artillery instruction order: The 
Chief of Artillery submitted certain changes to be made 
in the 1907 instruction order, all of which were consid- 
ered as in the interest of greater efficiency of the Coast 
Artillery and especially of its target practice, and the 
changes suggested were made, 

Addition of certain battalion non-commissioned staff 
officers: A field officer recommended the addition of cer- 
tain non-commissioned staff officers to the battalion. 
While it is thought that such increase might be advanta- 
geous under certain circumstances, inasmuch as it would 
require Congressional authority to make such additions 
and there were so many matters of much more impor- 
tance now pending before Congress, it was decided not 
to bring this particular matter before Congress. 

Qualification for expert rifleman: Question arose as 
to whether it is essential, in requalifying, for an_expert 
rifleman to take the estimating distance test. Decided 
that it is not necessary. 

Record target practice for two troops of the 6th Cav- 
alry: It having been shown that two troops of this regi- 
ment had‘no record target practice in the 1907 season, 


and they being at present under orders for the Philip- 
pines, it was decided that they should hold their record 
practice after arrival in the Philippines. 

Manner of carrying the first aid packet: Reports re- 
ceived from Cuba show that the method prescribed for 
carrying the first-aid packet, i.e., attached to lower edge 
of belt in middle of back for foot troops, and on left 
front for mounted troops, is satisfactory; but, that the 
packet as now furnished is objectionable, and the Sur- 
geon General having recommended a certain cover for 
same, it was decided that when sample of this cover was 
received action would be taken looking to the manufac- 
ture of 60,000 such covers by the Ordnance Department. 

Organization of machine gun platoons: It appearing 
from certain reports and applications that certain ma- 
chine gun platoons have not been organized as to non- 
commissioned officers in accordance with the provisions 
of orders, the regimental commanders concerned were 
directed to properly organize such platoons. 

Camp for casuals from Cuba at Fort Monroe: Re- 
quest was’made from this post for the establishment of 
a camp for casuals returned from Cuba off the reserva- 
tion of Fort Monroe. It was decided, in view of all the 
circumstances in the case, to make no change in the pres- 
ent method of handling casuals from Cuba. 

Conduct of official correspondence by certain Artillery 
Corps officers: The Chief of Artillery having reported a 
laxness in the observation of orders relative to official 
correspondence, the attention of the officers concerned 
was drawn to their failure to observe the existing provi- 
sions covering this matter. 
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REDOUBT FIRING AT FORT RILEY. 


The attack on the infantry redoubt at Fort Riley be- 
gan on Friday morning, Sept. 6, with two guns of Bat- 
tery B and one 5-inch and one 7-inch siege gun, firing 
according to program. The practice was uniformly good 
and in some cases the first shot found the range. As a 
result of the day’s firing, it was found that 75 per cent. 
of the shots had struck within the parapet. The work 
of the Engineer company and of the Signal Corps, who 
are co-operating with the Artillery, was excellent. The 
Signal Corps company has a detachment stationed within 
safe distance from the redoubt, and after each shot is 
fired its striking point is telephoned to the observing sta- 
tion and the guns. Photographs are also taken by mem- 
bers of the corps. After the firing of a group of twelve 
shots the redouht, if necessary, is repaired by the com- 
pany of the Signal Corps. 

The firing on Saturday and on Monday was on the 
same order as on the first day, with equally good results. 
The representatives of the Ordnance and Engineer De- 
partments sre more interested in the firing, probably, 
than the other branches, as the practice is for the purpose 
of ascertaining the destructive. power of the ammunition 
and the resisting power of the redoubt. The last two 
days’ firing will not take place until after the arrival of 
the Kansas National Guard, sometime after the 18th, the 
exact dates having still to be decided upon. On the last 
day the regiments of the guard, under the command of 
Brigadier General Drew, will be supplied with ball am- 
munition, and at the close of the artillery attack, which 
is supposed to open the way for the infantry assault, the 
National Guardsmen will go into action. Advances will 
be made by rushes and the rifle firing will be directed at 
the heads and shoulders of silhouette targets placed be- 
hind the parapets to represent defenders resisting the at- 
tack. When within proper distance the final assault on 
the work will be made, to be followed by an examination 
of the targets to ascertain the amount of damage done by 
the rifle fire. The officers witnessing the firing leave 
Sept. 11, as the portion of the work in which they are 
interested is to be completed then. 


FORT RILEY ARTILLERY TESTS. 
The following is the program for the attack and defense on the 
Infantry redoubt at Fort Riley, Kas., which began Sept. 6, 
1907: 





Part I,—Artillery. 

Test of the actual and relative efficiency of three-inch, five- 
inch and seven-inch high explosive shell against a modern field 
work as compared with each other and common shell of the 
same caliber; as indicated by individual shots, illustrating at 
the same time the resisting power of the work itself when sub- 
jected to frontal and enfilade fire. 

First day: Enfilade fire from position A, Harvey Ridge; 
range, 2,400 to 2,500 yards, illustrating direct laying, viz.: 

Three-inch R.F. field gun, 12 H.E. shell, 13 common shell. 

Five-inch siege gun, 12 H.E. shell, 13 common shell. 

Seven-inch siege howitzer, 12 H.E. shell, 13 common shell. 

Ranging to be done with common shell. Firing to cease 
after each group of four shots, and the hits to be plotted 
on plan of redoubt, measurements made, photographs taken if 
necessary, and other data noted to determine the actual and 
relative effect of each projectile. Repairs should be thade after 
each group of twelve shots, or oftener if necessary. Observers 
to be located on the knoll one mile to the north of the redoubt. 
Estimated time to execute program, nine hours. 

Second day: Frontal fire from position B, Sherman Heights; 
range, 2,800 to 3,000 yards, direct laying. Guns, ammunition 
and program the same as on first day. Position of observers, 
on Estes Road, one mile northwest of redoubt. Time re- 
quired, nine hours. 

Third day: Oblique fire from position C, Dixon Knoll; range, 
600 yards, direct laying. Guns, ammunition and program the 
same as first day. Position of observers, knoll one mile north 
of redoubt. Time required, nine hours. 

Fourth day: Such additional fire as may be needed to com- 
plete program. Redoubt to be thoroughly repaired. 

Note.—Part I. of the program is to be of special value and 
interest to the Ordnance and Engineers, showing, in the one 
case, the actual and relative effect of field and siege pro- 
jectiles; and, in the other, the resisting power, against single 
hits, of the various parts of a modern field work. It would 
require a total expenditure of thirty-six three-inch; thirty-six 
five-inch and thirty-six seven-inch high explosive shell and 
thirty-nine three-inch, thirty-nine five-inch, and thirty-nine 
seven-inch common shell, 

Part II. 

‘‘Piring for effect’’ with H.E. shell by a regiment of light 
artillery armed with twenty-four three-inch R.F. field guns, 
by a battery of four five-inch siege guns, and by a battery of 
four seven-inch siege howitzers. 

Fifth day: The regiment of light artillery to be placed in 
position on Sherman Heights; range, 3,000 yards. The siege 
guns near Dixon Knoll; range, 6,000 yards. The siege guns 
io open fire first, using rapid fire, allowing sixteen high ex- 
plosive shells per gun, both batteries firing; the light artillery 
regiment to open fire for effect, six H.E. shells per gun, before 
the siege guns have completed their quota, so that all may be 
firing together. The light artillery and siege artiliery both to 
have obtained the error for the day by the necessary ranging 
shots with common shell, before beginning the fire for effect. 
The firing having been completed the redoubt should be photo- 
graphed and carefully examined to ascertain the collective ef- 
fect of 144 three-inch, sixty-four five-inch and sixty-four seven- 
inch H.E. shells. Total, 272 H.E. shells of various calibers. 

Remarks. 


Part II. is of especial value to the Artillery as a problem 
in fire direction, and an illustration of the value of concentra- 
tion of fire; to the Ordnance as a record of the collective 
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effect of a given number of H.E. shells on a modern work; to 
the Engineers as to the resisting power of said work. 

To the Service at large as an object lesson of the effect of 
concentrated shell fire upon a point in the enemy’s fortified 
position, selected for assault. 

Part III. 

Sixth day: Illustrating the last stage of artillery prepara- 
tion by rapid fire from the five-inch guns and seven-inch 
howitzers from Dixoa Knoll*; range, 6,000 yards (sixteen 
shots per gun), followed by a rafale of shrapnel from the 
light artillery regiment (twenty-four guns), on Sherman 
Heights; range, 2,000 yards, firing ten rounds for effect per 


gun, 

Note.—Three rounds per gun to have been previously fired 
for adjustment. Two batteries to range and one to verify by 
battery salvos. 

The object of the shell fire would be to break up the work 
as much as possible, and of the shrapnel fire to keep down the 
garrison so that the work could not be repaired, nor fire de- 
livered against the assaulting troops. 

The troops are supposed to advance under this fire, there- 
fore the position which would be occupied by the assaulting 
troops just before the cessation of artillery fire should be 
shown by means of markers. To execute this part would re- 
quire an expenditure of 312 three-inch shrapnel, sixty-four 
five-inch, and sixty-four seven-inch high explosive shells. The 
proper disposition of the defending troeps in and about the 
work, during the fire and just previous to the assault, should 
also be indicated as far as practicable. 

*As a possible variation showing effect of cross fire from 
heavy artillery, the seven-inch howitzer could be placed at D, 
Reservoir Hill; range, 3,700 yards. 

Remarks. 

Part III is of special interest to the Infantry in illustrating 
the assistance given to assaulting troops by shell and shrapnel 
fire, under cover of which they may advance with compara- 
tively few losses to the position from which the final assault 
is to be delivered at the proper time.

For further experiments and to supplement program, twenty 
seven-inch and twenty five-inch siege shrapnel to be. saved 
for the special experiments. 

High explosive ‘shell to be paid for out of special allotment 
of $5,000 by Board of Ordnance and Fortification, and from 
appropriation for target practice; common shell to be taken 
from annual allowance of batteries engaged in the firing as 
far as that allowance permits; any excess required to be paid 
out of the annual appropriation for target practice; shrapnel 
to come out of the allowance of the batteries firing. 


FIRE ON U.S.S. INDIANA. 


A fire caused by spontaneous combustion of coal broke 
out in the U.S.S. Indiana about 9 a.m., Sept. 5, 1907. 
The adjacent magazines and shell rooms were heated to a 
dangerous temperature. Lieut. Comdr. J. L. Sticht di- 
rected a party consisting of Gun. L. C. Hull and the fol- 
lowing men to put out the fire and remove the ammuni- 
tion from the magazines: C. A. Leisegang, chief gun- 
ner’s mate; E. Rowe, gunner’s mate, Ist class; J. C. 
Iartunick, gunner’s mate, 2d class; J. L. Gratton, gun- 
ner’s mate, 3d class; H. A. Linderman, seaman; BH. J. 
Cross, seaman; C. Sheppard, seaman; L. Oster, ordinary 
seaman. The magazines were flooded to a depth of twenty 
inches, and the 6-inch boxes were removed. Those next 
to the bulkhead were so hot that they could only be han- 
dled with great difficulty, and the 13-inch shells were so 
hot that they could not be touched. The coal bunker in 
which the tire occurred was flooded, and the temperature 
in the magazines soon dropped to normal. The com- 
manding officer commended these men for their coolness 
and the rapidity with which they removed the ammunition 
in the face of great danger. The work proceeded quietly 
as if at drill, and most of the ship’s company were not 
aware of any unusual occurrence until the fire had been 
extinguished. 

The comment among ’the Navy officers is that special 
care should be taken when a vessel goes into reserve and 
remains for any length of time, to watch her bunkers for 
fire. While cruising the bunkers are cleared of coal at 
frequent, short intervals, and the danger of spontaneous 
combustion is reasonably minimized. In reserve, how- 
ever, in ease of bad coal or wet coal, there is always dan- 
ger. Gases will form in hot weather, especially with coal 
that may contain an excess of sulphur, and in spite of 
the most watchful care fire will break out. The Indiana 
lad been at League Island since July 1. There is no 
record accessible at the Navy Department to show when 
the bunker in which the fire occurred was filled.: The 
occurrence is regarded generally as a very narrow escape 
and will doubtless be made the subject of special inquiry. 
and a board report, with the adoption, ultimately, of a 
safe-guarding order requiring, if possible, more strict in- 
spection than is now had.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Rear Admiral William S. Cowles, U.S.N., Chief of 
the Bureau of Equipment of the Navy Department, 
whose return from his tour of inspection on the Pa-, 
cific Coast was noted in these columns last week, is 
much pleased with the conditions he encountered. “The 


visit I made in company with Chief Constructor Capps, 
Chief of the Bureau of Construction and Repair of the 
Navy Department,” says Admiral Cowles, in an inter-’ 
view published in the Baltimore Sun, “was not prompt- 
ed by the fact that the fleet is going to the Pacific, but 
still it was a good time to go. So far as equipment 
is concerned everything is in excellent condition. There 
will be no trouble about taking care of the ships, but 
for that matter in many details the ships are now able 
to take care of themselves. That is the tendency, apd 
of course this is not very pleasing to the different lo- 
ealities where yards are located. Some persons have 
pointed out that there are no docking facilities on the 
Pacific Coast. We can dock the ships at San Fran- 
cisco and at Seattle, where there are also excellent 
yards, and if the fleet goes farther to the eastward the 
ships can be docked at the Philippines, and at Hong 
Kong. There are also docking facilities at Shanghai, 
and at Yokohama. The naval station at Cavite is being 
kept open in case the fleet goes there, and there will be 
plenty of coal should the battleships maneuver around 
the Philippine Islands.” 


The vessels of the Atlantic Fleet, which left Hampton 
Roads on Sept. 3 for coastwise maneuvers and target 
practice, arrived in Massachusetts Bay, Sept. 7, where the 
fleet was formed into two divisions, one under command of 
Admiral Byvans, making harbor at Provincetown, and an- 
other under Rear Admiral Thomas, dropping anchor in 
Sandy Bay harbor at Rockport. The latter division con- 
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— of the Minnesota, Ohio, Maine, Missouri, Illinois, 
rstood 


Alabama, Kentucky and Kearsarge. It is unde 
that Admiral Evans’s division will engage in target prac- 
tice in Cape Cod Bay. 

A Rockport, Mass., despatch of Sept. 8 says: “To- 
day, the second of the stay of the battleship squadron 
here, has been comparatively quiet. While a large num- 
ber of visitors were in town, the rainy weather no doubt 
prevented many others from coming. This afternoon at 
5:30 the flagship Minnesota, with Rear Admiral Thomas 
on board, weighed anchor and steamed for Provincetown 
for gun practice. Capt. Gottfried Blocklinger of the Illi- 
nois is the ranking captain in command. Some of the 
ships will coal from barges. Liberty was given another 
lot of the men from the ships to-day, sixty from each re- 
ceiving privileges. The greater part spent the day in 
Gloucester. Rear Admiral Thomas has sent a courteous 
acknowledgment to a letter from Gloucester extending the 
courtesies of the town to officers and crews. 

The cruiser squadron West Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and Colorado, en route from the Orient, Sept. 2, 
reached Honolulu, where they are expected to remain a 
fortnight, greatly to the satisfaction of the islanders. 

Reports received at the Navy Department show that 
the work of fortifying Grande Island, which commands 
the entrance to Subig Bay and the Olongapo naval sta- 
tion, is progressing satisfactorily. There are 250 marines 
and Company B, 1st Battalion of Engineers, engaged on 
the work. The heavy 12-inch Navy guns taken over from 
Cavite are being mounted as rapidly as possible and 
earthworks have been thrown up to screen them on the 
side exposed to the sea. It is said that the marines have 
been acting in a mutinous manner for several weeks, ob- 
jecting to the hard work required of them, and that a 
number of them have been put in irons awaiting court- 
martial. 

The resolutions committee of the Spanish War Vet- 
erans’ Convention reported a resolution on Sept. 10, pre- 
sented by Comdr. John T. Collins, of the New Jersey De- 
partment, calling upon the President to recommend in 
his next message the raising of the battleship Maine in 
Havana harbor. Negleci to recover the bodies is declared 
to be a ‘reflection of sericus proportions upon the na- 
tional honor.” 

An official dispatch to the Navy Department from 
Provincetown, Mass., Sept. 7, 1907, says: “The Vermont 
finished gun and steaming trials; average speed for four 
hours, full power, eighteen and _ sixty-five-hundredths 
knots, and for twenty-one hours’ endurance trial, sixteen 
and seventy-two-hundredths knots.” The Vermont arrived 
at the Boston Yard Sept. 8, after completing the larger 
- portion of her final acceptance tests, with most satisfac- 
tory results. During her stay at the navy yard she will com- 
plete the minor repairs necessary after her short first 
cruise and will finish the changes in arrangements decided 
upon and not prov ided for in her construction contract. 
While the ship is at the yard it is expected that the pre- 
sentation of a silver service, given by the state of Ver- 
mont, will take place. 


The collier Brutns put to sea from Newport, R.I., Sept. 


The battleship Louisiana arrived at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard last week to undergo repairs previously authorized. 

At Newport, Sept. 6, the submarine Viper was out 
three hours, going through various maneuvers for the 
mimeograph company. Pictures were made of the boat 
at the dock, with the crew going on board. Then she 
moved away and went through all the evolutions, includ- 
ing diving a la porpoise and submergence, and finally 
came back to the dock. At the start the water was smooth, 
and at the end it was rough, so that all varieties of water 
are also shown. 

A despatch to the Boston Globe from Gloucester, Mass., 
Sept. 8, reports that sailors on liberty from the battle- 
ship squadron bombarded a fruit store, where one of their 
number, Dunn, from the Illinois, had been stabbed in the 
neck, but not seriously hurt. A despatch of the same 
date to the Globe from Newport says that members of 
the War College who arrived at Newport Sept. 8, after 
several days on board the ships of Rear Admiral Evans’s 
hattleship fleet, during the maneuvers in Southern waters 
and on the trip into Massachusetts waters, spoke in terms 
of high commendation of the work of the ships. They 
said that in all the evolutions the distances were kept ad- 
mirably, and all the movements were carried out with 
great precision. While off Nantucket shoals the ships 
ran into a thick fog and the new submarine signal bell 
system was given a severe test. and the officers of the 
War College said it was thoroughly successful. The fleet’s 
speed was reduced, but although they could not see one 
—— in the mist, the distances were maintained per-

The submarine invention of the Frenchman, Harry 
Steuffieben is being tested at the torpedo station, New- 
port. Trial on the waters of Narragansett Bay will con- 
tinue for some time. The device, the nature of which 
has been kept secret, is understood to consist of a me- 
chanism operated by magnetic power. The tests have 
heen so secretly carried on that their location in the bay 
has not been disclosed. The inventor, who has supervised 
the tests, will not talk about the apparatus and the tests, 
but it is understood that the mines have been invariably 
destroyed or rendered powerless long before the vessel 
equipped with the apparatus has come within the zone of 
the explosives. The report of the torpedo station officials 
will be sent to Washington. 

Acting Secretary Newberry has authorized the expen- 
diture of $110,000 for the enlargement to double its pres- 
ent capacity of the naval hospital at Canacao. The hos- 
pita] at this time is divided into two sections, one for 
surgical patients and the other for medical subjects. The 
medical ward accommodates one hundred patients when 
crowded. A new ward will be built with capacity for 
one hundred beds and a new set of officers’ quarters erect- 
ed near the present quarters. Another building will be 
constructed also for hospital apprentices in order to in- 
crease the number. A new ice plant, a cold storage build- 
ing, a crematory, and a padded apartment for the insane 
will be provided. Chinese quarters for the cooks and ser- 
vants will be erected. A railroad will be built from the 
dock to the cold storage house and to the power house 
and ice plant. The Secretary has also allotted $25,000 
to build a new medical storehouse at Canacao. 

The U.S.S. Justin was placed in commission Sept. 9, 
1907, at the Naval Station, Cavite, P.I. 


An amusing incident connected with the movement of 
the greater part of our naval strength to the Pacific oc- 
curred among the bluejackets on the armored cruiser 
squadron, embracing the Pennsylvania, Colorado, Mary- 
land and West Virginia, just before its departure from 
Cavite for San Francisco, The story went around that 
not only was the cruiser squadron to take station on the 
west coast of the United States in view of hostilities with 
Japan, but that the big drydock Dewey would be towed 
across the Pacific to increase docking facilities on the Pa- 
cific coast. The boys had it that the Pennsylvania, being 


the crack cruiser of the squadron, would be used to tow 
the dock and that the rest of the squadron would proceed 
to Guam ahead of her. 

Acting Secretary Newberry has ordered the tug Leb- 
anon to tow the converted yacht Huntress from League 
Island, Pa., to Pensacola, Fla, There the Huntress will 
be formally turned over to the naval militia of Missouri, 
a crew from which will take the vessel to St. Louis. This 
will be the first time that a warship has been permanent- 
ly stationed as far up the Mississippi River as St. Louis. 

The tug Lebanon, at Pensacola, Fla., will take in tow 
the converted yacht Gloucester, which will be towed to 
a and turned over to the Massachusetts Naval Mi- 
itia. 

The U.S. battleship Kansas, sister ship of the Vermont, 
has just completed her speed rials, and Captain Souther- 
land, president of the trial board on board of the ship, 
reported to the Navy Department Sept. 12 by wireless 
via Provincetown, Mass., as follows: “Kansas finished 
successful steaming and gun trials. The average speed 
for four hours with full power was 17.81 knots and for 
twenty-four hours’ endurance trial 17 knots.” 

The U.S.S. Albany has arrived at La Union, Salvador, 
to relieve the Milwaukee, which has started on ‘her return‘ 
to San Francisco. The "Albany is to patrol the Central 
American waters in the protection of American interests. 
Affairs in that section are reported quiet.

DOCKING AND REPAIR OF VESSELS. 
8.0. 50, JULY 16, 1907, NAVY DEPT. 

Hereafter the periodic docking and repair of naval vessels 
in the Pacific shall conform, as nearly as practicable, to the 
following general plau: 

1. Vessels in Asiatic waters. 

(a) Unsheathed vessels in Asiatic waters dock at Olongapo 
twice yearly at intervals of about six months. Sheathed 
vessels dock yearly. Small gunboats may be hauled out on 
the marine railway at the Cavite Naval Station. 

(b) Repairs and absolutely necessary alterations, in ac- 
cordance with the laws, regulations, and orders governing 
same, may be made to vessels in Asiatic waters at such 
times as the commander-in-chief, Pacific Fleet, may direct; 
as far as practicable the facilities of the naval stations at 
Olongapo and Cavite will be made use of for this work. 

(c) The commander-in-chief will have prepared and 
promptly submitted to each bureau concerned written reports 
covering all work undertaken on any vessel. No work, the 
total estimated cost of which exceeds the limits defined by the 
Revised Statutes, will be proceeded with, except in case of 
emergency, without first obtaining authority from the de- 
partment by cable or othewise. These instructions will apply 
both to work Jone at naval stations and also to work under 
private contract. 

(d) The general overhauling, refitting, and other extensive 
work to the larger vessels will be referred to the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, who will decide the time and place 
where such work will be done. 

(e) In the event of vessels being ordered from Asiatic 
waters to the Pacific coast yards, surveys to determine the 
character and extent of work necessary will be held sufficiently 
in advance of the departure of the vessels from Asiatic waters 


to permit consideration and action by the department on the 
a priot to the arrival of the vessels in the United 
tatés:

3. The docking and repair of the vessels assigned to the 
naval militia, on special service, and out of commission shall 
be, as fat as pfacticable, so arranged as not to interfere 
with work on vessels assigned to the fleet. 

4. For periodic docking and repair vessels are assigned 
to navy yards as follows: Navy yard, Puget Sound, Wash.— 
Oregon, Nebraska, Wisconsin, Clafleston, Chicago, Albany, 
New Orleans, Boston, Wheeling, Princeton, Saturn, Rowan and 
Goldsborough. Navy yard, Mare Island, Osl—Oalifornia*, 
South Dakota*, Wyoming, Milwaukee, St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
Raleigh, New Orleans**, Yorktown, Bennington, Marfblehead, 
Vicksburg, Petrel, Buffalo, Solace, Relief, Preble, Paul Jones, 
Perry, Farragut, Fox, Davis, Grampus, Pike and Fortune. 

5. Immediately upon receipt of official information that 
work on a vessel is authorized, the bureaus and navy yards 
concerned will prepare plans and material as far as may be 
practicable in advance of the, arrival of the vessel at the navy 
yard, so that there may be no delay in undertaking and ex- 
pediting the work when the vessel becomes available. If 
there is probability of delay in undertaking work, owing to 
lack of funds or to material not being on hand, such informa- 
tion will be sent without delay to the department. 

6. Commanders of navy yards will issue the necessary 
instructions to their subordinates to insure work being com- 
pleted and tests and adjustments made when necessary, 80 
that vessels will be in all respects ready for service on or 
before the expiration of the allotted time.

AMERICA WINS PALMA TROPHY. 


The American Rifle Team won the Palma trophy at the 
Rockliffe rifle range near Ottawa, Canada, Sept. 7, putting 
up the phenomenal record score of 1,712 points, out of a 
possible 1,800, and defeating the teams from Canada, Aus- 
tralia and Great Britain, who each put up scores never 
before equaled. The previous best score was 1,570 points. 

The Americans won from the Canadians by 95 points, from 
Australia by 59 points, and from Great Britain by 132 
points. 

The Australians in the first and second stages made a re- 
markably good showing, when they were running second to 
the Americans, but they fell away at the third range and 
finished behind the Canadians. The surprise of the match 
was the bad form of the British team. Shooting splendidly 
in practice they were considered the most formidable rivals 
ot the Americans. Such a veteran marksman as Sergeant Mc- 
Haffie missed the target altogether three times. The Britishers 
blamed their ammunition and it was conceded that the Amer- 
iean ammunition was superior to all. A sharp pointed bul- 
let was used by all the teams. 

The day was very favorable for high scores, clear and 
bright, with a steady light wind. The Americans were 
the first to finish at every range. No small credit is due to the 
way in which Col. Thurston looked after the American team. 
Canadians attribute the superior shooting of the Americans to 
the use of the “peep sight."’ The shooting of the United States 
team averaged 214 to a man, thus beating the world’s record 
either with a service or match rifle. 

Bryant's score, of the American team, of 74 points out of a 
possible 75 at the 1,000-yard range, also beats the world’s 
record, and Casey's and Winder’s 75 out of a possible 75 at 
800 yards was wonderful shooting. Capt. Frank E. Evans, 
U.S.M.C., acted as adjutant for the American team, and Lieut. 
Morton C. Mumma, 2d U.S. Cav., and Ord. Sergt. George 
Doyle, 7ist N.Y., were the team coaches, and performed valu- 
able work for the team.

The average of the total scores were 95 per cent. for the 


American team, 93 per cent. for Canada, 92 per cent. for Aus- 
tralia, and 88 per cent. for Great Britain. The eight leading 
contestants in the King’s prize match, shot at Bisley July 20, 
1907, made 83 per cent., the total score of the eight being 
991 and their possible total 1200, ten shots at each range. 

The highest score in the King’s match, that of Lieutenant 
Addison of Australia, the winner of the £250, the gold medal 
and gold badge, constituting the prize, was 125 at 800, 900 
and 1000 yards, ten shots at each range, out of a possible 150 
or 80 per cent. The averages of the winners of the King’s 


prize in previous years have been as follows: 1906, 91 per 
ecent.; 1905, 89 per cent.; 1904, 90 per cent.; 1903, 88 per 
cent.; 1902, 87 per cent.; 1901, 87 per cent. The highest 


score in the contest for the Palma trophy was over 95 per cent., 
the average of the contest over 90 per cent. 

In the Albert (Match Rifie) at Bisley, ten shots at 800 yards, 
ten at 900 and fifteen at 1000, Colonel Hopton scored 170 out 
of a possible 175 at the 1000 yards range, putting on an in- 
ner, and fourteen bulls on his fifteen shots, while Colonel 
Gibbs (Engineers), came second with only one point less, 
namely, 169. In the McKinnon contest, ten shots per man 
(twelve men per team) at 800, 900 and 1000 yards, four 
targets allowed for each team, with a time limit of eighty min- 


utes for each range, the contest resulted as follows: England 
(winner), 1513; Scotland, 1505; Australia, 1467; Canada, 
1450; Ireland, 1410. The total in this contest was the same 


as in that for the Palma trophy, viz., 1800, so that the follow- 
ing comparison is apt:

The American used the Buffington peep sight, and especially 
prepared ammunition, every round of which was made by one 


man. Sergeant Russell and Corporal McInnes, of the Canadian 
team, used the Sutherland V sight, which has arrangement for 
securing fine degrees of elevation, and wind, but no peep sight. 
The remainder of the team used the regular bar with lines and 
the. vernier. The British and Amsterdam teams also used 
the bar. The British team used cordite amfnunition and the 
Australian team King’s Norton ammunition, which the Ca- 
nadians had tried in the preliminaries and found unsatisfac- 
tory, prefring the new cartridge called axite, which gave ex- 
cellent satisfaction. ' 

Earl Grey presented the trophy to the American team with 
suitable remarks, to which Colonel Thurston, of the American 
team, replied. : 

Gen. Drain, commandant of the team, and president of the 
National Rifle Association of America, expressed deepest grat- 
itude for the way in which every member of the American party 
had been received in Ottawa. E 

All the teams attended a banquet in the evening. Earl Grey 
sent a message to President Roosevelt congratulating him on 
the victory of the United States, to which the President at 
once replied by a congratulatory telegram. : : 

The Governor General of Canada received from His Majesty 
King Edward the following cable, under date of London, Sept, 8: 

“Please offer my congratulations to United States team on 
winning Palma trophy with such a record score.” 

The American team were guests of President Roosevelt at 
Sagamore Hill, N.Y., Sept. 9. The President received the mem- 
bers of the party informally in the library of his home. He* 
questioned the men at length regarding the details of the match, 
and was immensely interested and expressed himself as greatly 
pleased with the splendid victory. 
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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Sept. 11, 1907. 

Lieut. Wilbert Smith has been detached from command of 
the Government tug Standish, on duty at the Naval Academy, 
and ordered to report for duty with the Bureau of Navigation, 
Washington. A boatswain will be detailed to command the 
Standish. Midshipman D. L. Borden, of the fourth class, who 
has been on an extended sick leave, has reported at the Naval 
Academy. The resignation of Midshipman Harold G. Wolff, 
of Waterbury, Conn., as a member of the fourth class, has been 
accepted by the Navy Department. It is interesting to note 
that it was Midshipman Wolff who made more than the usual 
effort to enter the institution, but soon tired of the life. After 
passing the mental examinations some months ago, young 
Wolff found that some slight physical defect stood in the way 
of his entrance. He therefore submitted to a surgical opera- 
tion and then passed the physical examination. 

A collision occurred shortly before 9 o'clock Thursday be- 
tween a launch attached to the U.S. monitor Arkansas and a 
launch owned and run by Col. James E. Barnett, of the 10th 
Regiment, Pennsylvania National Guard, camping on the Sev- 
ern river, near this city. The Navy launch was so badly in- 
jured that it would have sunk had it not made directly for 
the Arkansas and been hoisted to the davits. Colonel Bar- 
nett’s launch had its bow badly twisted, ‘and it too, went to the 
Arkansas, but it was found that it was not too badly injured to 
continue the trip to the camp. Colonel Barnett claimed that 
the Navy launch did not carry any lights, but that his launch 
did. There was a strong wind and heavy downpour of rain 
at the time, and the canvas on the Navy launch was fastened 
down tightly. 

The funeral of Alvin Maupin, the Navy yeoman who com- 
mitted suicide on Wednesday last by drinking carbolic acid, 
took place Friday morning at the house of Mr. Robert Curran, 
father of the wife of the deceased, Hanover street. A squad of 
marines were in attendance and sailors were the bodybearers. 
The remains were interred in the National Cemetery and a 
volley was fired and taps sounded. The services were con- 
ducted by the Rev. James L. Smiley, assistant to the rector of 
St. Anne’s Church. The cause of the tragedy, coming so soon 
after his marriage to an estimable lady, is shrouded with 
mystery. 

The midshipmen of the second class gave a hop Saturday 
night, one of a series given during the summer by the mid- 
shipmen on duty at the Academy. . 

Superintendent Badger of the Naval Academy has, it is 
understood, forwarded recommendations to the Navy Depart- 
ment that Instructors C. M. Hathaway and E. G. Yowell be 
promoted to a higher grade to fill the vacancies caused by the 
resignation of Instructor Thatcher Olark, an assistant in the 
department of modern languages, and Instructor Eiseland, of 
the department of mathematics. Mr. Clark resigned to accept 
a position at St. Paul’s School, Garden City, L.I., and Mr. 
Eiseland to accept another position. 

Another important change with the academic year, which 
begins Oct. 1, will be the abandonment of the practice of 
using torpedoboat destroyers for instructing the students. Dif- 
ferent vessels of this type have been assigned to the Academy 
from time to time, but the Bagley, it is held, will furnish 
ample instruction. The torpedoboat Talbot, assigned to the 
Naval Academy practice squadron for the last several years, 
will shortly be sent to the Norfolk Navy Yard, there to remain 
until assigned to some other duty. She will be replaced by the 
torpedoboat Bagley, a larger vessel than the Talbot, and which 
is fitted out with modern torpedo tubes for discharging tor- 





pedoes of the Whitehead and Bliss-Leavitt type. The equip- 
ment of the Talbot in this connection was inadequate. Greater 
attention has been paid to torpedo instruction in the last 


few years. 

Athletics are unusually active this summer at the Naval 
Academy, the special feature being a competition among the 
four companies of which the new fourth class is composed 
and which includes races for cutters under oars, baseball, 
field and track athletics and tennis. Excellence in each 
branch counts points for the company to which the winners 
belong, and the members of the winning company will have 
Wednesday afternoons off during the rest of the year, a 
privilege not generally accorded to the fourth class men. The 
competition, which is under the charge of Lieut. Comdr. N. 
E. Irwin, of the discipline department, will end Wednesday, 
when the field and track meet will be held. The system of 
marking for the different branches of athletics is similar to 
that by which the color company of the brigade is selected. 

Midshipman Philip E. Hambsch of the second class, the 
catcher of the Academy baseball team, has supervision of the 
company competition in baseball, and Midshipman Preston B. 
Haines, of the same class, is acting in the same capacity for 
the tennis competition. In the field and track competition 
not only will winning events gain points for the company to 
which the winner belongs, but the winners of first places will 
be allowed Wednesdays off whether their company wins or not. 

Much interest is now being taken in tennis, and five addi- 
tional dirt courts have been constructed between Bancroft 
Hall and the armory. A tournament has been arranged among 
the members of the second class, and a loving cup has been 
offered as a prize. Several of the preliminary rounds have 
been played. 

The official information was received at the Naval Academy 
Tuesday that President Roosevelt had approved the recom- 
mendation of Superintendent Badger in the cases of Midship- 
men Clarence C. Riner, of Cheyenne, Wyo., and Oscar G. 
Salb, of Jasper, Ind., of the fourth class, who were deiected 
in ‘‘frenching’’ or leaving the Academy grounds without 
permission. The recommendation is modified to. the extent 
that the two young men will be allowed to resign instead of 
being dismissed. The order from the President directs that 
the resignations be forwarded at once.

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


The accidental shooting of an enlisted man in the leg while 
engaged in target practice at Creedmoor, N.Y., a few days 
since, brings to light the most praiseworthy example of 
pr and 1 in dealing with the case, which was 
extrumely fortunate for the injured man. Major E. B. Bruch, 
of the 71st Regiment, was officer in charge of the range, and 
upon learning of the accidental shooting promptly had a med- 
ieal officer on the range, to render first aid to the injured man, 
and, with the assistance of Lieut. W. B. Wait, of the 1st Bat- 
talion of Naval Militia, an automobile belonging to an officer 
present was procured and the wounded man was hurried to 
the hospital at Jamaica. So quickly were all the details 
carried out that in just ten minutes after the man was shot he 
was on the operating table in the hospital at Jamaica, which 
is some miles from Creedmoor. 

Governor Charles E. Hughes, accompanied by Charles E. 
Hughes, jr., and his military staff, visited Camp Hughes, at 
Felts Mills, where the Ist, 2d and 10th Regiments, comprising 
the 3d Brigade, N.G.N.Y., under Brigadier General Lloyd, are 
camped for a week. The Governor reviewed the camp in line, 
driving up and down in a carriage. A parade followed. After 
dinner with General Lloyd and his staff at brigade headquar- 
ters the Governor made an inspection of the camp so far as 
the sanitary conditions and food were concerned. He went 
into every cook’s tent and inquired what they had for dinner, 
what they would have for supper, if the men got all they 
needed and if there had been any complaints. He also made 
a personal inspection and examination of the meals being 
cooked. He was also taken to the commissary department. 
General Lloyd explained to Governor Hughes the different 
movements of the companies at drill, and the latter asked 
many questions concerning their maneuvers, saying that he 
was much interested in the National Guard.

NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


Inspr. Gen. William Sullivan, of the New Hampshire Nation- 
al Guard, in his annual report of the inspections for 1907 
states that many of the armories in the state are affected by 
dampness, and rifles stored, in them soon become rusty unless 
they are kept carefully oiled. ‘‘This method of keeping them 
in condition,’’ he says, ‘‘is approved, but it should be thor- 
oughly understood by officers and men that when rifles are pre- 
sented to an inspecting officer from the hands of men in ranks, 
they must be clean of oil, dust and rust. Officers and men 
should offer no excuses when rifles are not properly cleaned, 
as they are expected to be thoroughly clean at inspection.’’ 
Other extracts from the report are as follows: ‘‘I found that 
nearly all companies in the:brigade seemed thoroughly interest- 
ed in this most important of all branches of a soldier’s work. 
In active service the soldier who cannot shoot is a positive 
hindrance. I believe that all men who cannot qualify in third 
class or better with the rifle after a reasonable trial should be 
dismissed from the state service as unsuited for a soldier’s 
duties.’’ 

‘*T would recommend that during the short time allowed for 
the annual encampment, the drill periods outside of ceremonies 
be devoted principally to instruction and practise in extended 
order drills, problems in field work, marches, advance and rear 
guard, outpost duty, attacking and defending positions, etc. 
These exercises cannot be practised by the great majority of 
the companies in the brigade at their home stations owing to 
their limited armory accommodations. 

-‘*Company commanders should give more time and atten- 
tion to extended order drill by squad, section and company. 
Many companies were found where the non-commissioned offi- 
cers did not know where their positions as squad leaders would 
be, and, in fact, showed a complete ignorance of extended or- 
der work.’’

SEA GIRT MATCHES. 


The seventeenth annual shoot of the New Jersey Rifle Asso- 
ciation: opened at Sea Girt, N.J., on Sept. 3. The program of 
- the first day included four of the most important events of the 
week’s tournament, the Columbia Trophy, carbine, Spencer and 
veteran. The Columbia match opened at 8:30 o’clock in a mist 
that threatened to turn to rain, and which an hour later did in- 
terrupt the match. In this match the five New Jersey regiments 
and the Essex Troop of Newark fought for the trophy presented 
by the District of Columbia National Guard, which the 4th of 
Jersey City captured last year by defeating the 2d of Elizabeth. 
The contest is at 200, 500, 600 and 800 yards. This year the 
1st Regiment took the lead at the short range and the Ist and 
2d Regiments tied at the 500 yard range with 269 each. At 
the 600 yard range the 2d Regiment made 273 and took a good 
lead. At the 800 yards the 1st Regiment niade the best score, 
but could not quite catch the. 2d Regiment team, which won by 
a score of 1,066 to 1,063 for the 1st Regiment. 

For the carbine match for teams of five, ten shots at 200 and 
500 yards, the crack shots of Squadron A of New York, fresh 
from the fifth successive victory at Camp Perry, O., went after 
the honors, but had to be content with third place. The match 
was won by the 2d Troop of New Jersey with a score of 424. 
The 2d Troop of the City Cavalry of Philadelphia was second 
and New York’s cracks third.

As usual we are face to face with the American ‘‘gin mill’’ 
on the outskirts of the camp, and it is noticed that the ‘‘well- 
brought-up American youth’’ in the Army go there and get 
drunk, and, as a consequence, get into the guardhouse and get 
tried. . 

Some one has said some place, ‘‘There is something wrong 
with the Army.’’ There is. It is poverty, if anybody wants 
to know. Army people, officer and soldier, have been living 
in poverty for the past fifteen years. Show me a man, or an 
officer, that has been able to save a thousand dollars out of 
his pay in that time and I'll show you a miser. 

We came down here to clean up the political backyard of 
an excitable, easily-played-upon people. One would think that 
we are entitled to decent and comfortable quarters at least, 
but it looks as if the authorities are more careful in the 
handling of Cuban funds than they are in that of their own. 
It takes a charge of dynamite to loosen a few dollars for abso- 
lutely necessary shelter. Your correspondent would make 
Cuba’s bill for sevices rendered so imposing that she wouldn’t 
be in a hurry to call in a doctor again until she discovered 
whether it was her heart or stomach that was affected. 

There is a certain element here clamoring for our departure. 
That time cannot come too soon for all of us, for if this island 
has anything that an American soldier desires, other than its 
winter climate, it hasn’t made its appearance up to the present 
moment. 

Prices of all necessities are exorbitant. The poor live on 
a little rice aud bread, and now the tourist season is about to 
commence, when our idiotic countrymen with their eternal 
‘*quanto valle’’ put up with all the discomforts of a people 
who really do not know how to live and pay the price. The 
Yankee tourist with his money is the only thing American 
your true Cuban has any use for. 

Nearly all of the ladies of the garrison are in the States, 
mainly due to lack of quarters. Mrs. Moore is being visited 
by her sister, Miss Mason. Major and Mrs. Willcox have re- 
turned from a month’s leave. Capt. and Mrs. Tompkins, of 
the Cavalry, left here last week on two months’ absence. 
Mrs. Birmingham left for the States on the last transport. 
Miss Corrigan and Miss Trappe are visitors to Lieutenant 
Wiley and family in Marianao. 

Horseback riding at 5:30 a.m. is becoming quite popular 
with the fat ones. On account of the narrow streets of 
Marianao, and the dangerous condition of the bridge leading 
inte camp, Army automobiles are not used after dark since 
the evenings have increased in length.

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NOTES FROM CUBA. 


Camp Columbia, Cuba, Sept. 9, 1907. 

Major Emery, 27th Inf., is in the States, and Captain Bates, 
27th Inf., has been filling his place as police officer in Camp 
Columbia. 

There is little complaint here concerning the heat. It has 
been a wonderful season in Cuba, especially for the American 
soldiers. Heat prostrations are practically unknown. Duty has 
heen light, and the soldiers find it pleasant, though soldiering 
in the tropics, of course, has its drawbacks. 

It is pleasing to record the sacrifice and valor of the Hos- 
pital Corps men who volunteered to go from Camp Columbia 
into the fever district to care for patients afflicted with the 
dread disease, and they deserve ample praise. Major Kean’s 
labors have been constant and effective, and the result of his 
tireless efforts has been wholly successful, and, to say the 
least, phenomenal. 

Upon thorough investigation it has been ascertained that the 
reports of lawlessness and outbreaks in various parts of the 
island have been wantonly exaggerated. Here and there a 
few bandits have been indulging in their favorite occupation 
of horse stealing, but nothing bordering on a probable revo- 
lution has been discovered. General Barry has every assur- 
ance of a continuance of peace. 

During the last three months the various organizations of 
the Army of Occupation have been recruited up almost to 





their field basis strength. Every trip of the transport several 
hundred recruits come to join different organizations. The 
27th Infantry is again filling up. For awhile it was almost 
down to ‘‘bedrock’’ and needed recruits badly. The 11th and 
15th Cavalry are also being rapidly recruited up. 

At present there are nearly one hundred prisoners at Camp 
Columbia. Colonel Pitcher, commanding officer of the post, 
is using these men for a good purpose. The entire post is 
thoroughly cleaned up, the pretty row of trees on Officers’ 
Row is kept in good trim, the parade ground is kept mowed 
and clean, the golf links and the polo grounds are well taken 
care of. Colonel Pitcher believes in making Camp Columbia 
a place of beauty as well as a place of comfort and pleasure. 

Capt. G. G. Gatley, Battery F, 3d Art., seems to hold on 
pretty well to the championship honors at polo. The game has 
some clever players here. Major C. G. Treat, I.G., has a herd 
of fine polo ponies and plays the game skillfully. The polo 
grounds have been properly arranged, a grandstand has been 
erected, and every conveni ry for players and spec- 
tators has been prepared. Every game is witnessed by all of 
the Army people, as well as many lovers of the sport from 
Havana. 

Major Chauncey B. Baker has been sick for the past ten 
days. Lieutenant Miles has joined Battery F, 3d Art. The 
new quarters on Officers’ Row are completed and being occupied 
rapidly. It is understood that Capt. G. G. Gatley’s family 
will be here shortly to occupy one of the new residences. 

The 27th Infantry band is kept pretty busy. Nearly every 
evening there is ‘‘something doing’’ in the musical line. Chap- 
lains Rice and Waring are taking deep interest in arranging 
entertainments for the soldiers and the band takes part in 
nearly all of them. Every Thursday evening is occupied with 
an entertainment of some sort. Besides the numerous enter- 
tainments there are several dances held each month. The band 
is badly in need of recruits. 

Probably the most interesting event in the sporting line that 
has occurred here for sometime was the baseball game between 
the officers of the Infantry and the officers of the Marine 
Corps and Cavalry. It resulted in a score of 8 to 7 in favor 
of the Marine-Cavalry team. Another game will be arranged 
for soon. 

It is reported that Capt. G. C. Gatley, Field Art., U.S.A., 
will be put in charge of the arsenal at Havana soon. The 
Captain is one of the most popular officers in Cuba. 

The enlisted men’s hop last Thursday evening, Sept. 5, was 
a big success. A large number of Americans from Havana at- 
tended, and the 27th Infantry band furnished the music, 
which. was splendid, as usual. 

Company F, of the 27th Infantry, which has been on duty 
at the Palace in Marianao ever since the troops came to Cuba 
last October, has moved to quarters in Camp Columbia. The 
Palace guard is being done by detailed men from all organ- 
izations except the Artillery. 

A new crematory has been built. It is located near the F 
Battery stables. Recently many horses and mules have been 
cremated, and it was necessary to provide enlarged facilities. 
Not long since glanders was found among the Artillery and 
Cavalry horses and quite a number had to be killed. Dr. 
Gerald E. Griffin, U.S.A., veterinarian, attached to the Artil- 
lery, thinks the disease is well under control now. A splen- 
didly equipped veterinary hospital has been established at 
Camp Columbia, and Army animals are being well attended to. 

Cuban liquors are proving destructive and ruinous to Ameri- 
ean soldiers. Out of nearly 100 men now in the guard house 
here every man, with the exception of one, says if it had not 
been for drinking he would not be in the guard house. The 
intoxicating drinks indulged in by the soldiers are no doubt 
adulterated concoctions. Many of the drinks sell as low as 
two cents per glass, three glasses resulting in a crazy intoxica- 
tion. It is reported that the Government will soon take some 
action in this matter as there are too many good soldiers 
being degraded and ruined by these conditions. 

Yellow fever is practically stamped out at Cienfuegos and 
elsewhere.
